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BARTLETT NAME. 



Of names distinguished in the colonial town and slate 
annals of our American Union, none is of more uniformly 
honorable record than that of Bartlett. The name frequently 
appears in connection with momentous events of New Eng- 
land's early days, the actors in which will be remembered for 
the greatness of their deeds, the strength of their patriotism, 
and for the tenacity of their adherence to principle. Some 
who have borne the name, while not perhaps eminent for the 
splendor of their public career, are properly entitled to grate- 
ful remembrance for their exemplary conduct and successful 
endeavor in good citizenship, and as friends of their fellow 
men. 

Many of the immediate descendants of John Bartlett of 
Weymouth and Cumberland appear to have been Quakers. 
This society at that early period, required excessive plainness 
in dress and the utmost simplicity in all the affairs of life. 
They were opposed to war and were exempted from military 
duty, and the payment of taxes for war purposes, and their 
disapproval of office-holding and political controversy, pre- 
vented a public recognition of the worth and virtue that was 
so conspicuously apparent in the lives of many of its members. 
That so many of the Bartletts — although Quakers — did accept 
positions of honor and trust in the administration of the gov- 
ernment, notwithstanding the incompatibility of their religious 
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environments, is suggestive of the esteem in which they were 
held by their neighbors. 

It is impracticable in a work like this, circumscribed in 
scope and necessarily brief in details, to trace the Bartlett 
lineage since the date when the name first appears in colonial 
and plantation archives. The intention of the compiler has 
been, simply by patient research and labor, to preserve for the 
use of biographers, who, in future, may offer a fuller account of 
the Bartletts, an accurate transcript of existing data, gathered 
from numerous reliable sources. The notes from which this 
compilation has been made were taken, as opportunity per- 
mitted, during a period of some years, and they are placed in a 
form to assist any student of the Bartlett records in a com- 
prehension of some of the interesting information collected. 

The want of continuity and completeness of much of the 
documentary matter in the public records of Massachusetts 
and Rhode Island, and the defective registration of the earlier 
vital statistics, has rendered necessary a long and patient 
research. All available advantage has been taken of extant 
writings, published histories, biographies, and genealogies, as 
found in various public and private libraries. Most of the 
information thus obtained has been corroborated by deeds 
and wills, found at different places and in other ways It 
should not be surprising if here and there an error were dis- 
cernible or suspected, and indeed the public records in many 
instances have not been infallible ; but it is believed that the 
important features o^ this work are well established by suffi- 
cient evidence of truth, notwithstanding there should be a 
lapse, or mistake, caused by copying, or error in the date of a 
birth, or death. No attempt has been made to present a work 
of a biographical character, as the voluminous amount accessi- 
ble would in itself make a book many times larger than this; 
but instead to ascertain whatever was essential as an aid in 
connecting the different families of the name during the first 
hundred years of the settlement of the Bartletts in this coun- 
try ; for, at the outset of the labor of compilation, there was 
an uncertainty in regard to tne headship of families to which 
many persons of the name distinguished in widely different 
walks of life, belonged. 
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No small exercise of patience is required to collate facts 
concerning the separate families of any name, so as to illumine 
the history of some ancestral founder, and this is peculiarly 
the case touching the Bartlett families, they having been so 
numerous at the time of the early settlement of the country. 
Had there been a. less number of collateral progenitors, the 
labor of compilation would have been less difficult. Some of 
the problems connected with the history of this branch of the 
Bartlett family, are satisfactorily settled by the facts now made 
known in these pages, and thus has been prepared a starting 
point, from which can be pursued the succession in families, and 
it is believed that all, who belong to this branch of the Bart- 
letts, can without difficulty find their place upon the family 
tree. If this book should have the effect to promote and 
strengthen an interest in whatever is connected with the 
name of Bartlett, it will not have been uselessly printed. It 
has been prepared with affectionate remembrance of a loving 
father whose interest in kindred, unselfish devotion to his 
family, and adherence to principle, endeared him to his 
children.

BARTLETT ANCESTRY. 



All persons in this country, named Bartlett, are without 
doubt of Norman ancestry. There is a large estate at Stop- 
ham, Sussex, England, consisting of some thousands of acres, 
which has been in possession of the Bartletts for hundreds of 
years. From junior members of this family in former times, 
came the first settlers on these American shores. The 
Ancestral Mansion was built in 1309, and is a noble building 
of stone. Near it, stands the old Norman Church, built by the 
family in the Thirteenth century, and on the stone floor, along 
the aisles of the church, are marble slabs with inset figures of 
brass, showing a regular succession of Bartletts, from John, who 
died in 1428, to Colonel George Bartlett, or Barttelot, as the 
name was spelled in early times, who died in November, 1872, 
aged 84 years. Here have the Bartletts lived since the time of 
the Norman invasion. The first of the family was Adam 
Barttelot, an esquire in the retinue of Brian, a Knight, and they 
came into England with William, the Conqueror, and fought 
at Hastings. Both were granted lands. In the Fifteenth cen- 
tury, a castle appears as the crest of the coat of arms which 
was granted by Edward, the Black Prince, to John Barttelot, 
for taking the castle of Fontenoy, in France. In the Sixteenth 
century, a swan was added, and granted, by the Garter King 
of Arms. Since that time, the crest is double a castle, and 
swan. The original coat of arms of the family was three 
open, left-hand, falconer's gloves, with golden tassels about 
the wrist. The coat of arms now in use is very elaborate, 
representing different coats of arms of families who have 
inter-married with the Barttelots. The quarterings of Smith, 
Musgrave and Boldero, were added in 1875, when Sir Walter 
B. Barttelot, the present representative of the family, was 
created a baronet. 
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The family lineage with the succession from the Norman 
ancestor to the present time, may be found in Sir Bernard 
Burke's " Genealogical and Heraldic Dictionary of the Peer- 
age and Baronetage," which in England is the authoritative 
book of titular genealogical reference ; almost every public 
library in this country has a copy amongst its standard woiks 
of reference. 

The name is spelt in many different ways in the family 
record, B-a-r-t-t-e-1-o-t occuring most frequently in the older 
documents. At the present time — with few exceptions — the 
spelling is B-a-r-t-1-e-t-t. It appears that, in former times, 
many of the younger members of the family, who were obliged 
to seek their fortunes elsewhere on the accession of their elder 
brother to the entailed inheritance, adopted a different spelling 
of the name. It is quite evident that this change in spelling 
was not, originally, wholly the result of caprice or accident. 
The intention may have been that it should be designative, 
to denote the diminutive, or lesser, of the Barttelots. Sir 
Walter, like most of his predecessors who were incumbents of 
the ancestral estate, uses the ancient Norman orthography. 

The origin of the name does not appear to be known. Its 
existence at such a remote period would seem to prevent any 
intelligent supposition as to the way it first originated. The 
derivation from Bartholemew, as presented by a writer on sur- 
names, appears labored and " far-fetched," and without cor- 
roborative reference, will fail to satisfy the enquirer.

Weymouth and Cumberland. 



The earliest record, to this time discovered, concerning the 
progenitor of the Weymouth and Cumberland Hartletts, is 
found in the town records of Weymouth, Mass. There is only 
one entry. It reads : 

"John Bartlett, son of John Bartlett and Sarah his wife. 
Born February ii, 1666." 

Whence came the father of the boy whose birth is recorded, 
or in what relationship he stood to the others of similar sur- 
name, then living in this country, future enquiry may reveal. 

In order to more clearly understand the conditions, and sur- 
roundings, of the subject of this sketch, and his descendants at 
that early period and to prevent confusion in fixing the places 
where they located, it appears convenient to mention in proper 
connection, as nearly as possible, some of the leading features 
of the incorporation, and settlement, of the Ibwns in which 
they resided, and with the history of the foundation of which, 
they are identified. 

As new towns were frequently set off and divided from the older ones, 
the personages herein mentioned will appear as residents of different towns, 
although their location was not changed. 

We learn from the historian, that in 1622, Thomas Weston, 
a wealthy merchant of London, who had been interested in 
the Plymouth Colony, procured a patent for a tract of land 
on Massachusetts bay and immediately fitted out at his own 
expense two ships with fifty or sixty men each, for the pur- 
pose of settling a plantation. On arrival at Plymouth, many 
of them being sick, they remained there most of the summer 
and were treated, it is said, with great kindness by the inhabi- 
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tants. While convalescing, frequent excursions were made by 
the more able of the company into the adjacent country, for the 
purpose of finding a suitable place for settlement. They 
finally concluded to occupy a place on Massachusetts bay, 
named by the Indians, Wessagusett, and early in the fall the 
entire company removed thither and started a plantation. 

The company proved, however, to be disorderly, many of 
them being, as reported, " profane and badly governed," and 
by their extravagance the colony became reduced to want, 
thereby causing much suffering. In their intercourse with 
the Indians they had incurred their enmity by taking their 
corn and otherwise ill-treating them, and but for the timely 
assistance of the famous Captain Miles Standish and his little 
company from Plymouth, they would undoubtedly have been 
destroyed. The danger being so great from the continued hos- 
tilities of the natives, it was deemed advisable to abandon the 
plantation, and this was accordingly done. 

This disastrous termination of the settlement was unfor- 
tunate, as Mr. Weston's designs were said to be philanthropic 
and but for the mismanagement, of his agents, would have 
proved successful. 

Mr. Weston, who was in London, on being informed of the 
condition of things in the colony, started at once for the 
scene of disorder and lost his life while trying to reach the 
coast.* 

It appears there were a few inhabitants there in 1624, but 
whether they were of the original party, is not known. It is 
stated that at this time, 1624, " The few inhabitants of Wessa- 
gussett received an accession to their number," among the 
arrivals being Captain Robert Gorges (Georges) and Rev. 
William Morrill, from Weymouth, England, and the place is 
supposed to have been called " Weymouth " after this date.f 

The town was incorporated September 2, 1635, ^"^ ^^^ 
same year, Mr. Hull, a minister from England, and twenty- 
one families joined the settlement. This town, with many 
others, suffered during King Phillip's war. and there were 
seven or eight houses burned by the Indians. 

*The various versions by different writers touching Mr. Weston's motives in settling the 
plantation, and the time and manner of his death, is not important in this connection. 
tNext to Plymouth, it was the earliest settled town in the State. 
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Some time after the birth of their eldest son, John Bartlett 
and his wife appear to have removed from Weymouth to Men- 
don, Mass. The latter place had already been settled by 
people from Weymouth and Braintree and was, probably, incor- 
porated as a town before his arrival. 

Mendon, next to Lancaster, is the oldest town in Worcester County and 
at that time was not the contracted town of to-day, but included a part of 
Bellingham, all of Milford and Blackstone, a large part of Upton and 
Northbridge and all Uxbridge. 

Bellingham was incorporated as a town November 27, 1719, from parts of 
Mendon, Dedham and Wrentham. 

Milford [the Indian name was *' Wopowage, "] was incorporated April 11, 
1780, from the east precinct of Mendon. 

Blackstone was incorporated March 25, 1845, from Mendon. 

Upton was incorporated June 14, 1735, from a part of Mendon, Sutton, 
Uxbridge, and Hopkinton. 

Northbridge was incorporated July 14, 1772, from the north part of 
Uxbridge ; parts of Sutton were annexed February 17, 1801, and March 
16, 1844. 

Uxbridge (Indian name, " Waeuntug,") was incorporated June 27, 1727, 
from Mendon. The original grant for Mendon was for eight miles square, 
but the grantees took possession of nearly double that extent of territory. 
At a General Court holden in Boston, October 16, 1660, "in further answer 
to Braintry's petition, the Court declare they judge meete and proper to 
grant a plantation of eight miles square and that the persons named have 
liberty to enter upon and make a beginning thereat." 

This tract was purchased from the Indians for ** twenty-four pound sterl- 
ing," and a deed was given "Anawassanauk alias John Quashoamait alias 
William, of Blue Hills ; Great John Namsconont alias Peter, and Upann- 
bohqueen alias Jacob of Natic," to Moses Payne and Peter Brackett, "both 
of Brantre." The deed was dated April 22, 1662, and witnessed by John 
Elliot, Sr., John Elliot, Jr., and Daniel Weld, Sr. At the time of the above 
grant the Court ordered " that Major Atherton, Lieut. Roger Clapp, Elezur 
Lusher and Deacon Parke, or any three of them, shall be and are hereby 
empowered to make a valid act there." These were denominated the Com- 
mittee of Nipmug, which was the original name of the town. 

This was the Country of the Nipmug (sometimes called Nipnet and Nip- 
muck), Indians whose headquarters was said to have been at what is now 
Oxford, Mass. October 30, 1663, this committee ordered that all persons 
who had accepted allotments of land in the plantation should remove there 
with their families by the middle of November, 1664, " upon penaltie of 
forfeiture of all the grants there." 

The first settlers from Braintree were, John Moore, Geore^e Aldrich, 
Daniel Lovett, Josiah Chapin, Ferdinando Thayer, John Scammell, Nathan- 
iel Haseman, Alexander Plumley, Matthias Puffer, John Woodland, John 
Hasber, Joseph Penniman and John Gurney. Those from Weymouth were, 
Goodman King, Sr., Walter Cook, William Holbrook, Joseph White, 
Goodman Thomson, Goodman John Raynes, Goodman Boiler, Sr., Abraham 
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Staples, Samuel Pratt and Thomas Bolter, all of which had land allotted 
them prior to their removal to the town. 

At a General Court held in Boston, May 15, 1667, the plantation of Nip- 
mug, now called Quinshepauge, was incorporated by the name of Mendon, 
taking its name probably from the town of Mendham, County of Suffolk, 
England. Mendon was attached to the County of Middlesex, May 12, 1670. 

The original inhabitants settled in what is now called the North Parish. 
Matthias Puffer erected the second mill in 1681, near where the first one 
stood, which belonged to Benjamin Albee. Sergeant Josiah Chapin built 
the first saw mill. It was on Muddy Brook, some distance above where 
the present road to Milford crosses it. Joseph and Angell Torry, soon 
after, built a saw mill on School Brook, near where Obidiah Wood's and 
Lyman Keith's mill stands. Joseph Stevens was the first blacksmith and 
James Bick the second. 

At a town meeting, October 22, 1730, it was voted to provide "a Barrel 
of Rhum" toward the raising of the new meeting house. 

According to Metcalf*s " Annals of Mendon," John Bartlett 
was supposed to be the contractor for building the minister's 
(Grindal Rawson) house. For it was voted, November 14* 
1 68 1 , that a note for ;£ 1 6 **deu to John Bartlett should be made 
to be paid ; the one half in Indian corn, att two shillings a 
bushel and the other half in pork att 2 pence a pound," this 
being the same that was to be paid when the house was 
finished. 

The first appearance of the name of John Bartlett upon 
the Mendon records is as follows : ** At a town meeting held 
January i, 167 1-2, their was granted to John Bartlett a twenty 
Acor house lotte with all the rights and privileges that other 
20 acor lottes have only this accepted that he stay for his 
Meadow untill all ye inhabitants that came before be satisfied." 

At a town meeting, March 18, 167 1-2, " It was voted and 
granted that John Bartlett shall pay ;£io for his lot and take 
it up by the side of the Mill land." The location of this lot 
which was soon after laid out to him is described as being 
on the " west side of Mill river, just above the mill pond, and 
butted and bounded as followeth : Butted northerly upon 
Common land with a line of marked trees and stakes. Bounded 
southerly upon Common land with a line of marked trees and 
stakes. Westerly, partly upon the land of John Dike and 
partly upon the land of Albee*, and easterly upon Common 

•Probably Benjamin Albee, who built the first grist mill in Mendon, at this place. It was 
destroyed by Indians 1675. It was situated near where Nathan Allen's mill now stands. The 
house lot which was laid out here to John Bartlett, can thus be readily located by any one who 
so desires. The record shows that John sold his house lot April 3, 1679, but to whom it is not 
stated. 
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land with a line of marked trees and stakes with a by-way of 
ten rod wide running through the sd land, the whole sum 
being twenty acors more or less." 

The next month, April 14, 167 1-2, at a drawing for meadow, 
John drew lot No. 9, which was situated "below Meadfield road 
on the Mill Plain and on the edge of 2nd bridges* plain," and 
** on both sides of Beaver pond brook," and also on the "north 
side of Charles river," and was on the east side of Caleb's 
hill.t 

The birth of two of the children of John Bartlett and his 
wife Sarah are recorded in Mendon, viz : Mary, born January 
I. 1679, ^"^ Noah, born January 29, 1680. The others, with 
the exception of Daniel, who was born January 24, 1684, and re- 
corded in Rehoboth, were probably all born between the time of 
the birth of the eldest son, John, Jr., at Weymouth in 1666, and 
Mary, born in Mendon, 1679, but no record of their birth has 
been discovered. Neither is it known where they resided 
during the Indian troubles, or the time of King Phillip's war, 
from 1675 to 1680, which caused the desolation of the town 
of Mendon. It is presumed, however, that they went with 
the others who are said to have returned to Weymouth and 
Braintree ; although it is possible they may have gone to the 
island of Rhode Island, where many of the settlers sought 
refuge during that eventful period. 

The last entry in the Mendon records, before the burning 
of the town by the Indians, was a record of transactions at a 
town meeting holden May 6, 1675. The next town meeting, 
after the close of the war and the return of the inhabitants, 
was held January 3. 1680. During this interval of about five 
years, there was no entry made on the town books. 

This war, commonly called "King Phillip's War," which desolated the 
country for several years and came near driving the white settlers from New 
England, is spoken of in Hubbard's Narrative as follows : 

**On the 24th of June, 1675, was the alarm of war first sounded in Ply- 
mouth Colony, where eight or nine were slain in and about Swansea." By 
the same authority we are told that the first blood spilled in the Massachu- 
setts Colony, was at Mendon. 

In 1671, a son of Matoonus, one of the Nipmuck, or Nipnett Indians, had 
been executed at Worcester settlement, for the murder of an Englishman,

and his head was placed on a pole, where it remained a long time, a 
ghastly warning to evil-doers. The father, a grave and sober Indian, who 
had been constable of Pakachoag byGookin, although professing Christian- 
ity, had no doubt been brooding over the death of his offspring, and with 
the vindictive principles, so deeply cherished by his people, had only 
waited for an opportunity to revenge himself. This he did by making a raid 
on the defenseless settlers at Mendon, July lo, 1675, which resulted in the 
killing of five of the inhabitants. It is related in John W. Barber's Histo- 
rical Collections that Richard Post, according to tradition, was the first 
victim, and was killed near where the office of William Hastings stood. 
Post lived on the road leading from Mendon to Sherburn, now discontinued 
as a highway, but still called '* Post's Lane." 

John Bartlett, then of Mendon, June 6. 1682, bought of 
William Sabin, fifty acres of land on the Pawtucket River, now 
called the Blackstone River, in Rehoboth, at a place called by 
the Indians, *' Shunasetaconet," and described in the deed as 
lying *' between the ancient bounds of Rehoboth and the line 
between the governments." This deed was recorded in the 
Cumberland records in 1748, nearly sixty -seven years after- 
ward. 

The ancient boundary of Rehoboth was the Pawtucket River, which 
divided it from Providence on the west, and Massachusetts Colony on the 
north. Rehoboth was first called Seacunck, or Seakonk, and was granted 
to people of Hingham and purchased of the Indian chief, Massasoit, in 1641, 
but the real settlement did not probably commence until 1643, when Rev. 
Samuel Newman moved there with the majority of his church, from Wey- 
mouth. The first meeting of the original planters on record is dated at 
*' Weimouth, the 24ih of the 8th month, 1643." The first tract was called 
eight miles square, but at the present day it would easily measure ten. The 
old-fashioned method of defining boundaries by an occasional perambula- 
tion by town officers was advantageous to the settlers. It is not to be sup- 
posed that these pious functionaries intended to cheat the Indians, but the 
acres were of liberal size as measured by them. 

The first addition to the territory of the town was made in 1645, when that 
tract of land called Wannamoiset, which joined the original grant on the 
south and which included what is now a part of Swansey, Harrington, and 
Warren, R. I., was purchased and annexed. The next purchase and grant, 
and also the last one, was called the North Purchase, and was made in. 
1661, of Wamsiita, then Sachem of Pokanoket,* and comprised that terri- 
tory which was afterward Attleboro and Cumberland, R. I. Atlleboro 
was set off from Rehoboth and incorporated October 19th, 1694, and 
comprised the present town and Cumberland. f That part of Attleboro, 
since of Cumberland, was called the "Gore," and later, ''Cumberland 
Gore," and was frequently denominated " that gore of land in controversy 
between the governments."^: 

*Wamisitta's original name was Mooanum, but was commonly called Alexander He was 
a son of Massasoit and elder brother of King Phillip. [Bliss' History ot Rehoboth.'*] 

tWoonsocket was taken partly from Cumberland, January 31, 1867. 

tPrior to 1746, the boundary line between Rhode Island and Massachusetts had not been 
settled and there had been for many years much feeling manifested in regard to the dispute, 
frequent petitions being sent to the mother country, each party claiming more than the other 
was willing to concede. 
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CUMBERLAND INCORPORATED. 

The place where many of the descendants of John Hartlett 
had settled was within the disputed territory and near the line 
of the present boundary between Rhode Island and Massa- 
chusetts. There was great inconvenience in not knowing to 
what town or state their holdings should be rated. This vexa- 
tious question was at last settled, however, and January 27, 
1746-7, the gore of land belonging to Attleboro was annexed 
to Rhode Island and incorporated as the town of Cumberland, 
its name being taken from Cumberland, England, which it is 
said to resemble, it being like the latter town, rich in mineral 
wealth. Old deeds which had remained unrecorded for years, 
owing to the interested parties not knowing in which town 
their possessions lay, were then brought forward and duly re- 
corded. 

In Arnold's History of Rhode Island, Vol. II., there is a 
copy of a map which was sent to England during the bound- 
ary controversy, which represents the whole territory — the 
** Gore," — between Abbot's Run and the Pawtucket River as 
being " Senechataconett."* It is possible that the whole of 
that section had become at that late period, known by that 
name, but from the wording of numerous conveyances, there 
can be little doubt that at the early time when John Bartlett 
bought his land and took up his residence there, the name had 
a local significance and applied directly to this place, now 
known as Manville, R. I. This appears more probable be- 
cause there is an island here which was called Senechetaco- 

*Shunasetaconet, where John Bartlett located in Rehoboth, is, like most Indian names, 
spelled many different ways, but the spelling here adopted appears to have been the most com- 
mon. The very diversified orthography, foimd in the early town records, has been perplexing. 
U was thought best, when practicable, to reproduce the original ; especially when spelling the 
names of persons. 
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nett Island. It being also one of the principal fording places 
and the only one in that vicinity, at that time, it would give 
the locality that importance which would require a name. 
Had not this place been called and known by the name of 
Senechetaconet, the land which John Bartlett here bought of 
William Sabin would have been described in the deed as "the 
fording place." 

On the west side of the Blackstone River, in what was known as Provi- 
dence Plantations, several changes took place, which it will be well to men- 
tion, as the Bartletts occupied considerable territory of what was afterward 
Scituate, Smithfield and Gloucester, R. I. The town founded by Roger 
Williams in 1636 and named Providence, "in gratitude to his Supreme 
Deliverer," originally included the whole of the north part of the State of 
Rhode Island west of the B'ackstone River, and no division was made 
until February 20, 1730-1. At this date, an act was passed " for erecting 
and incorporating the outlands of the town of Providence into three towns." 
These towns were Scituate, Smithfield and Gloucester. Since that time 
there have been many sub-divisions. Burrillville, named after Hon. James 
Burrill, was setoff from Gloucester, October 29, 1806, and the town of Lin- 
coln, named in honor of the late Abraham Lincoln, President of the United 
States, was taken from Smithfield, March 8, 1871. There was also a part of 
Smithfield appropriated, in connection with that taken from Cumberland in 
the foundation of the new town of Woonsocket, incorporated January 31, 
1867. Other towns were formed and incorporated from the very large tract 
of land which first comprised the so-called Providence Plantations. 

As John Bartlett had removed to Rehoboth, and within the 
jurisdiction of Plymouth, according to the custom of those 
times, he was obliged to take the oath of allegiance, or " fidel- 
ity," to that government. This he did, as we find the follow- 
ing in the Plymouth Colony Court Records, June 6, 1683 : 

"This Court, Captain Richmond, of Little Compton, and John Bartlett. 
of Rehoboth, took the oath of fidelitie to this government."* 

John Bartlett and his wife did not long enjoy their new 
possessions. The Rehoboth records have this : f* John Bart- 
lett buried 17th August, 1684. Sarah, wife of John Bartlett, 
buried 17th January, 1684-5." After her husband's death,

tit was the custom at that time, in Rehoboth, to record the date of burial instead of the 
time of death. This was also the method in a few other towns in early times. The dates are 
under the O. S. computation or reckoning. By the Julian method of computing time, the legal 
year commenced on Conception Day, the 25tn of March, By the same calendar, the months 
were numbered as well as named. By the change from the Old Style to the New Style of 
reckoning, the date, April 15, 1638, (3. S., would correspond in the new calendar, witli April 
25th, 1888, as to the day m the year. The O. S, was used in England until 1752, when the 
Gregorian year, or New Style, was adopted. See Webster's Dictionary — word " style." 
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Sarah had petitioned the General Court at Plymouth for let- 
ters of administration, but before they reached her, she, too, 
had died. The case was again taken under advisement, at a 
cnurt held in Plymouth, March 5, 1684-5, and the following 
order was passed : " Whereas, administration was granted to 
Sarah Bartlett. relict of John Bartlett, late of Rehoboth, and 
an order to the Wors^ Mr. Daniel Smith to take her oth to 
the inventory, but before there was oppertunity for soe doeing, 
said Sarah died, the Court therefore requests the Wors^ Mr. 
Daniel Smith, together with the celect men of Rehoboth, to 
make enquiry for a fitte person to take out letters of adminis- 
tration on the estate, and that the younger children, by the 
said Mr. Smith, and the celect men of the towne, be disposed 
as may be most for theire good & least charge to the estate, 
and the estate be according to theire best judgment secured 
and improued for the benefitt of the orphanes, and that they 
giue accounpt of theire actings and all matters relating to said 
children and estate to the next Court, and for theire confeirma- 
tion. and further settleing the children that ma chuse theire 
guardians, be sent to the General Court for approbation. And 
if a meete psn psent himself that will giue bond to adminnes- 
tration to the said pson, and giue oth to the inventory, and that 
hee make a return of his doeings to the next Court." 

The estate was " inventoried and apprised by the Proprie- 
tors," February 26, 1684, and a copy sent to Plymouth, which 
is on record there. The following articles were mentioned in 
the inventory :

"Wearing apparel, Bedding, Wife's apparel and Linnen, Warming pan & 
pewter. Iron Potts & Possnett, Spinning Wheel Cards and Leather, Chests, 
Box & Linnen, Rumletts, Pails, and other Cooper's Wares, Trays, Dishes & 
Bronchors, Glass Bottles & Spoons, Pinchers, Knives, Awls, Hammers & 
Gimbletts, Trowells, Tounges, Bellows & Chairs, Two Guns, Sword, 
Sickle, a Smoothing Iron, Yarn & Cloath, Earthen Pots, Bedding in the 
chamber, Saddle & Pillian, A Box Salt & a Chest with Carpenters' Tools, 
Weidges, Rings, Bridles, Halters, Axes & Hoes, Sulkies with their tackling 
and forks, Cart, Plow & Chains att, A Trapp on son by Information, A 
Raw Hidde, Swine, Two Oxen, Three Cows & two Heflers, a Mare & Colt, 
Qu Indian Corn, The House & fifty acres of land enclosed. The rest of 
the North Share undivided, Half a grist mill & five acres land adjoining 
on Providence side by Information," The whole of which was apprized at 
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;i^i3oi, 17s. 3p. " This is a just apprisement of the above said estate ac- 
cording to our understanding."

March, T6S4-5, before Daniel Smith, Assistant."

This was a large estate to have in those days, and this, too, 
just after the close of that devastating war with King Phillip, 
when all suffered such extreme losses. At this time, nearly 
every article of manufacture was imported from England, and 
it had not been many years since their cows and horses were 
received from the mother country. And those " Sulkies and 
their tackling ;" what a luxury ! For at that time almost the 
only means of locomotion was by horseback. The cows, so 
useful for the dairy, were also brought into requisition at the 
plow and cart, — very few settlers keeping oxen. We can imag- 
ine how some of the descendants would prize the sword men- 
tioned in the inventory, were it in their possession to-day. 
Bruised and bent and battered as it would be, it would be 
very precious. It may have done service for King Charles or 
Cromwell. 

John Bartlett's worldly possessions were much greater than 
those of any others of the same name, and greater than most 
of those of other names, who had then reached this country. 
There is ample evidence that his children received educa- 
tional treatment which few were able to enjoy, and it is regret- 
able that they were orphaned among strangers, in a strange 
land, at such a tender age. It is not easy to comprehend the 
hardships suffered, and difficulties overcome, by these coura- 
geous pioneers in this almost barren wilderness, where they 
built their homes. They were the sort of men who laid the 
foundations of constitutional liberty, in great and free and 
happy America. All honor to them ! 

The estate of John Bartlett and wife was very likely held 
in trust by the "Proprietors" until 1698. At that time, the 
children, except Noah and Daniel, not then of age, signed an 
agreement for the distribution of the property, which had be- 
come impaired by providing for many young children during 
the fourteen years which elapsed after the death of their par-

ents. The following is a copy of the agreement recorded in 
the Bristol county probate office at Taunton, Mass. : 

COPY OF AGREEMENT. 

"Whereas, John Bartlett & Sarah Bartlett, sometime of Rehoboth, de- 
ceased in the year 1684, and leaving eight children behinde them & an 
esiate undisposed on in lands & chattels, the children being under age 
& this estate not yett settled, We, the said children being severall of us, 
come to full age ; & being desirous to be invested of our generall rights 
in that estate of our said fathers. Have for and in Consideration of fifty 
acors of Land and afiftieth part of aright in Comonage, and fourteen pounds 
on shilling in Lawfull mouy in hand already well and truly paid; to us by 
our elder brother John Bartlett, the reseipt whereof we doe own and ac- 
knowledgd, & therewith doe rest our selves ffully sattisfied. Contented 
& paid, and doe by these presents for our selves, our heiors, executours 
& assignes flfully & freely & absolutely exhonorate, aquitt & discharge our 
said Brother, John Bartlett, his heiors, executours & administratours & 
asignes & every of them off and frome every part & parcle of lands and 
monys ; before expressed these Children that have thus jointly & severally 
Agreed with ther Brother John Bartlett; are Samuell Bartlett, Moses Bart- 
lett, Jacob Bartlett, Vallinetine Whiteman and Sarah Whiteman, his wife 
and Mary Bartlett ; Samuel Bartlett hath Agreed for the fifty acors of land 
and afiftieth part of aright in Comonage—: and Moses Bartlett, for four 
pounds, one shilling in mony, and Jacob Bartlett, for four pounds in mony 
and Vallintine Whiteman and Sarah, his wife, for three pounds in mo.iy, 
and Mary Bartlett, for three pounds; fforand in Consideration of said lands 
& mony, we, the sd children before named, Haue Given, Granted, Bar- 
gained and sold. And doo by thes presents, Give, Grant, Bargaine, sell, 
alien enfeoffe, rattifie & Confirme unto our said Brother, John Bartlett, 
his heiors & executors, administratours and asignes for ever : all an 
singuler our rights, titles, interests, claimes or demands whatsoever that 
ever we had or have in or to the estate of our said father, John Bartlett, 
deceased : In wittness of the premises we haue jointly and seuerally sett to 
our hands and seales, this segond day of January, 1698, or '99. 

" And ffurther the humble request of us who doe hereunto subscribe; is 
that the honored Mr. John Saffin, Esquire and Judg of probates of wils, 
would be pleased to accept of this our agreement and grant that a record 
may be made of the same.

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FIRST RHODE ISLAND SETTLER. 

Senechataconnet (Manville), where John Bartlett located 
when he removed from Mendon to Rehoboth, was only about 
four miles from William Blackstone's residence at Study Hill, 
so that John was near the home of the first known settler of 
Rhode Island. The river, on the bank of which William 
Blackstone established himself, bears his name.* 

Anything concerning the town of Cumberland, or Rehoboth, 
would be incomplete without mention of this singular man. 
who had also been the first settler of Shawmut (Boston), and 
who shunned the intolerance and bigotry of the puritanical 
polity, as something more to be dreaded than Indian treachery, 
or the hardships of the wilderness. His biography is in no 
way connected, so far as known, with that of the personages 
of the Bartlett genealogy. But there is a propriety in intro- 
ducing a few points of interest regarding the man whose 
character must have markedly impressed itself upon his 
neighbors. Some account of his residence will be of interest.! 

During the summer of 1877, the writer chanced to be in the 
vicinity of this historic place and spent some time in looking 
over the ground. The hill where William Blackstone had 
fitted up a place for study, and by him denominated *' Study 
Hill," is very near the depot of the Providence and Worcester 
railroad, at Lonsdale, a few steps south. Very little of the 
original hill remains, the railroad being located nearly through 
its center. It must have been a beautiful site. The river 
here makes a graceful bend, flowing near the base of the hill, 
with picturesque effect. A few rods east of the hill is the 
place where his house is supposed to have stood, although the 
spot is not ascertained with precision. A little brook of clear, 
sparkling water, is very near, and a fine, level piece of land in 
proximity could have served him as a lawn, over which he 
passed in going to, and coming from, his study on the hill. 
Several apple-trees now stand near the site of the house and 
they are, no doubt, the oflfspring of those he planted. 

*There were, at different times, other names given to it, but finally it was permanently named 
the Blackstone. Some of the earlier names were "Pawtucket," "Great River," " Kuttatuck," 
*'Nipmuck," "Seaconck," "Senechataconnet," and there were others. 

tThis place where Mr. Blackstone lived was called by the Indians, " Wawepoonseag." 
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His grave is pointed out in a spot very near, and between 
the house and the hill, but it is not certain that his body was 
buried there. The supposed grave is marked by two stones, 
their oval tops showing above the ground, and at the usual 
distance between head-stones and foot-stones. It is apparent 
rhat these stones were placed there for a purpose, because 
there are no other stones of any kind near the place. The 
fpUowing is copied from the Rehoboth records : 

" Sarah Blaxton, wife of William, buried about the middle of June, 1673. 
William Blaxton, buried 28th May, 1675." 

A few days after his death the Indian war commenced and 
his dwelling house was burned. The records at Plymouth 
contain an inventory of his estate, including 184 books, which 
constituted his library. Among them may have been manu- 
scripts, which, if preserved, would give information concerning 
his life and observations, of which little is known. After his 
removal to Cumberland — then Rehoboth — it appears, by the 
Boston town records, that : "Mr. William Blackstone was mar- 
ried to Sarah Stevenson, widow, the 4th of July, 1659, by John 
Endicott, Governor." She was the widow of John Stevenson, 
by whom she had several children. One son, John Stevenson, 
Jr., lived with his mother in Cumberland after her marriage 
with Blackstone, and the Court at Plymouth, in consideration 
of ** his services to his parents," granted him a part of Mr. 
Blackstone's land *' during the remainder of his life.*' 

It is not known whether this marriage with Mrs. Stevenson 
was his first, or not. By her, he had one son — John — who 
resided on his estate until 1692, when he sold his land to 
Daniel Whipple and removed to Providence, where, it is said, 
he followed the occupation of a shoemaker. The town records 
of Providence show that he had born, while living there, a son 
named John Blackstone, Jr., who was adopted by Richard 
Wicks. There is a tradition that a son of John, and grand- 
son of William Blackstone, while serving in the French 
war, as Lieutenant, was killed, at the taking of Louisburg 
If correct, the Lieutenant may have been this adopted child. 
It has been stated, by some writers, that the Connecticut 
Blackstones are descended from William, but the records do 
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not show such relationship. After the settlement of Provi- 
dence by Roger Williams, William Blackstone often went 
there to preach, and it is related that, in old age, he made the 
journey on the back of a tame, white bull. " This novel 
^;//^/;/r " is said to have created much amusement for the 
younger part of the population, to whom on such occasions he 
often distributed apples (quite rare in those days) which he 
brought from his farm — the produce of the trees he had planted. 
His removal from Boston was the occasion of the remarks, 
often quoted, which reveal his desire for independence. " I 
came from England," he said, ''because I did not like the 
Lords' Bishops, but I cannot join with you because I would 
not be under the Lord's brethren." 

The difficulty which he found in living with the Lords' 
Bishops of England, and which he gave as the reason for 
coming to this country, and again, the difficulty he mentioned 
of living at peace with the Lord's brethren at Boston, appears 
to have dominated at Study Hill, and the court records tell 
of many misunderstandings with neighbors, who, he persist- 
ently imagined, were trying to encroach upon him and deprive 
him of his rights. The testimony points to the fact that 
William Blackstone, with all his really commendable traits of 
character, which, very likely, were in advance of the age in 
which he lived, had a very quarrelsome and turbulent temper. 
He certainly manifested bad judgment in so conspicuously 
differing with every one with whom he came in contact. The 
Lords' Bishops and Lord's brethren, who appear to have 
been so obnoxious to him, not only controlled the church, but 
also state affairs, and there was such a blending of religious 
and civic interests that an offence against either called for 
the exercise of the executive department of law. 

We hear much of the intolerance and bigotry of those 
rulers who banished Roger Williams, caused Quakers and 
witches to be hung, and sensitive women to be whipped for 
their religious opinions, but when we consider the fanatical 
zeal with which the ignorant and superstitious intruded their 
diversified ideas of religious duty upon society, it is apparent 
that a rigid, legal restraint was necessary for the preservation 
of the morals of the community. Only one illustration will 
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show the necessity of prompt and severe action by the 
authorities. At Salem, a sensitive Quaker woman conceived it 
to be a religious duty to dispense with the use of clothing, and 
she exhibited herself in nudity upon the streets. The teachings 
of the Pilgrims at Plymouth had borne fruit. The religious 
liberty of which they were the exponents, was construed with 
such liberality that transgressors of the law, under the guise 
of religion, sought to shield themselves by eccentric behavior, 
and doctrine, from the penalty of their crimes. Had Roger 
Williams, in the unsettled state of society, been actuated with 
a desire to promote the peace, and good order, of the colony, 
he could have done much good in directing and influencing 
the public mind, but, with a selfish disregard of the welfare of 
the community, he labored to intensify the feeling of religious 
speculation and controversy It has been the custom to extol 
and eulogize the man, and write contemptuous things touch- 
ing the commonwealth which chose to protect itself by 
banishing its mischief-makers, but it is reasonable to believe 
that had he not happened to be the nucleus of a subsequent 
colonization, he would never have been heard of, except in con- 
nection with other offenders, who suffered punishment for their 
incontumacy and crimes, committed, as his was, in violation 
of true religious principles and the interests of society, and in 
defiance of the customs, usages, and laws, of the government 
to which he had sworn allegiance. While this introductory 
matter, and its interpolations, is somewhat discursive, an excuse 
for digression from the main feature of the work is found in the 
circumstance that most of the men, especially those of promi- 
nence herein mentioned, had no doubt been met on different 
occasions by John Bartlett, and he was certainly familiar with 
the controversies, and suffered by the wars and adversities 
which afflicted the early inhabitants. Therefore, anything 
which agitated and alarmed the public mind, during his life, 
was to him a personal matter, and, as such, may assist the im- 
agination in its conception of his character and surroundings. 
There being so little known concerning him, it has been 
taken for granted that these things, although indirect, will, in 
this connection, be interesting to his descendants. The tra- 
dition that he was in London during the great fire of Septem- 
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ber, 1666, (O. S.) would appear not improbable, as it was five 
months after that date when he was in Weymouth. The 
destruction of his home by the fire may have been the 
immediate cause of his emigration to this country, but this, 
together with many other things concerning him, and his 
wife, Sarah, and their antecedents, which it would be a grati- 
fication to know, must for the present be left to conjecture; 
but it is hoped that a future scion of the stock will be fortu- 
nate in learning all that is now in obscurity regarding the 
personal history and career of this pioneer.

June 6, 1682, he bought land 
and removed to the place called Senechetaconnet, which, at 
that time, was in the town of Rehoboth and under the juris- 
diction of the Plymouth Colony, but npw known as Manville, 
in the town of Cumberland and State of Rhode Island, — 
where he died August 17, 1684. Sarah, his wife, died the fol- 
owing January, 1684-5.

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inform us that, Oct. 27, 171 3, the first land laid out in that 
part of Dedham lying west of Wrentham, and east of Mendon — 
it being land granted by the General Court, 1662, to Mendon — 
was ** 36 acres to Jacob Rartlett, who had settled on ye land 
before laid out." July 26, 1713, he had laid out from Josiah 
Thayer, 36 acres, and Nov. 15, 1723, more land abutting his 
own was laid out to him near Iron Rock Brook, and seven 
acres were granted him in another place, one acre and fifty- 
six rods being allowed for bad land ; also, same date, i acre 
and 100 rods were laid out to him, in lieu of land taken from his 
homestead, by Banfield Capron, in the fourth division. His 
purchases of land were numerous, and not confined to any 
particular locality. The last conveyances recorded by him, 
and the last record of any kind concerning him, are two deeds 
to his sons, Jacob, Jr., and Joseph, in 1737-8, ** in considera- 
tion of love which he bore his son, Joseph," he deeded him 
** three tracts, or parcels, of land," in Bellingham.* " One 
piece, the homestead, where I now dwell, thirty acres, it being 
all the land I have lying together at that place, together with 
the dwelling house and buildings thereon." The second piece 
consisted of ten acres, lying southerly of the homestead, and 
adjoining land of his son, Jacob, — all the land he had at that 
place. The third piece was one-half of thirty acres, bounded 
on the east, by Richard Aldrich and Nathaniel Jillson; south- 
east and south, by Uriah Jillson, and northeast, by Samuel 
Staples. Witnessed by Abner Bartlett, and acknowledged by 
Jacob, Sr., at Worcester, Mass., March 7, 1 737-38, and recorded 
in Cumberland, April 20, 1747. In consideration of 50 lbs. 
current money, he sold his son, Jacob, Jr., of Providence, a 
part of his homestead, Nov. 24, 1737. Acknowledged by 
Jacob, Sr., personally, at Worcester, Mass., March 7, 1737-8. 
Witnessed by Joseph Bartlett, and recorded in Cumberland, 
April II, 1747. 

•The land was in the disputed territory, and was claimed at that time by both the Massa- 
chusetts and Plymouth governments, and the residents did not know whether they were in 
Bellingham or Attleboro, the present town of Cumberland at that time belonging to Attleboro, 
and called "Attleboro Gore." The boundaries were established, and Jan. 27, 1746-7, the 
town was incorporated, being named after Cufnberland, England. It was annexed to Provi- 
dence County, Feb. 17, 1746-7, 
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This land was described as being near the Iron Rock 

Meadow, and bounded by land of Nathaniel Jillson, and 

Ingalls, and on the south by Francis Inman. These were, 
probably, his last conveyances, and perhaps he lived after- 
ward with his son, Joseph, to whom he gave his house, etc., 
for he was at this time advanced in years. It is not known 
at what time he died. He was a Quaker, and so were his 
sons, and this circumstance explains why there were no grave- 
stones found with inscriptions, in the old Bartlett burying 
ground. The society of Friends, or Quakers, did not allow 
anything of that kind, it being a principle with them not to 
distinguish one person more than another. Some modifica- 
tion has taken place in the rules then prevailing, for, at the 
present time, they permit the friends of a deceased person to 
erect very plain stones, with brief inscriptions. 

A few persons of other than the Bartlett name were buried 
in the Bartlett burying ground. It is situated on the east 
side of the lane leading from the old Livin Bartlett place, now 
(1879) owned by Leprelet Miller, on the Woonsocket road, to 
the homestead house, where Joseph, son of Jacob, lived and 
died, and which Jacob, probably, built when he settled there 
in 1696. The house is still standing, in a good state of pre- 
servation, and, with its huge timbers and substantial work- 
manship, will defy the ravages of time for many years. The 
house and farm are now (1879) owned by George Waterman, 
who kindly allowed the writer while on a visit to the place, to 
take from one of the doors the old hinges and wooden latch 
which I have attached to a board, ornamented and painted for 
the purpose, and deposited them in the headquarters of the 
Society of Antiquity, Worcester, Mass. The hinges are very 
old style, and show the wear of nearly two centuries of use. 
They were, perhaps, made at Jacob's establishment, as he was 
a manufacturer of hardware and edge-tools, as well as a farmer. 
The burying ground is fast disappearing, and in a few years 
the encroachments which are being made, year after year, 
will have obliterated every object which marks the last rest- 
ing place of these plain, virtuous, Christian saints. There can 
still be seen about two dozen rough grave-stones, — Quaker- 
fashion, — although nearly obscured by shrubs and grass. It 
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is probable that Jacob was buried in this ground, as well as 
many of his descendants.

1695-6, letters of admin- 
istration were granted to Deborah Harding, widow of Abra- 
ham, deceased, to administer to his estate, '* and whereas she 
had lately changed her name and condition by marriage with 
Moses Bartlett,'* it was asked that they might jointly admin- 
ister the said estate, and it was granted ** that said Moses and 
Deborah should jointly administer untill the day of their next 
meeting, and then to appear before said counsel and render 
their accounts and give bonds for further administration." 
Moses made oath to an inventory, 1694. He was constable, 
1696. He had laid out, in 1706, by the "Proprietors," on the 
original right of Benjamin Smith, 1 10 acres on the west side 
of the seven mile line at Nipgachuck. In 1708, he had 36 

*lt is singular that none of Jacob's children have their births recorded in the town records. 
And it does not appear that the dates of their births are known. Whether this absence of record 
was owing to the imperfect manner in which the records of the town were kept, or was the result 
of the Quaker capriciousness in such matters, which prevailed at that early period, can only be 
conjectured. His being in the disputed territory, not knowing in which town he belonged, un- 
doubtedly affected the registration of births, as well as the recording of deeds, and other legal 
documents.

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acres more laid out to him, adjoining the no acres before laid 
out. September 27, 1721, there were two acres on the east 
side of the seven-mile line, at Huckleberry Hill, " adjoining a 
great cleft of rocks." laid out to him. [Proprietors' records. 
Providence.] He had, previously, March 14, 1719-20, bought 
of Andrew Harris, land at "Huckleberry Hill," 20 acres on 
the " northward and eastward," part of the hill near the " great 
common," and on the north side of the road, and ** nine and one- 
half acres" on the south side of the road. {Providence Reg, of 
deeds. Book 4. page 143.] His land conveyances are very 
numerous. He was often buying and selling. His residence 
is described as being one and a half miles from the center of 
the town, the center being then, as now, Weybossett bridge. 
It was on the east side of the '* seven-mile line,"* bordering on 
the "stated common and at the junction of the Plainfield and 
Killingly roads " — between those roads. He was a very face- 
tious and intelligent man, of very positive opinions, and fear- 
lessly advocated what he believed to be right. 

He was, undoubtedly, a strong temperance man, for he sold 
land in 1725, and stipulated in his deed that "there shall be 
no house of entertainment, nor any strong drinks sold upon the 
premises forever." This being at a*time when prohibition had 
not been heard of, and when nearly all men used alcohol in 
some form, indicates that he was in advance of his neighbors, 
and was an original and independent thinker, who acted accord- 
ing to his convictions. He was a Quaker for many years, but 
the tight-jacket creed of that sect, at the time, did not harmon- 
ize with his impulsive and aggressive nature, and in 1 741, he 
took a "new departure," on account of entertaining religious 
opinions which the stern and rigid old Quakers looked upon 
with consternation and holy horror. He issued a challenge, 
Nov. 9, 1 74 1, to the Baptists and Quakers, to meet him and 
argue their doctrines, or else lie under the charge of " preach- 
ing the doctrines of the devil." 

This challenge appeared in the Boston Gazette of that 
date.t 

♦This seven-mile line was established in 1666. It was the western boundary of the early 
division of the Providence town lands; afterwards they divided on the west side.

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It appears from the records of the Smithfield Monthly Meet- 
ing of Quakers, to which he belonged, that expostulation did 
him no good, and he did not ** succeede'* in converting them 
to his belief, nor they in convincing him that they were just 
right. So he was finally excommunicated from that society, 
30th 2nd mo.. 1 741. He appears to have sold all his land 
before 1750, and gone to live with his brother, Daniel, in 
Gloucester.* He had attained an age of nearly four score 
years, and had doubtless settled up his business, well knowing 
that his stewardship on earth was nearly at an end. 

He died in Gloucester, Jan. 25, 1753. His will was made, 
25 Dec. 1752. In his bequests, he gives his cousin [nephew], 
Jacob Bartlett, ^1279, his cloak, china-ware, etc. " To brother 
Daniel Bartlett, all my wearing apparel, except my cloak." 
"To my cousin [nephew]. Daniel Aldrich, grandson to my 
brother, Daniel Bartlett, all my silver money and bound books.*' 
"To my brother Daniel Bartlett*s two daughters, Joanna 
Aldrich, and Sarah Inman, all my beds and bedding." To 
Moses Bartlett, son of his nephew, Job Bartlett, he gave all 
his plate marked with the two letters of his name — M. B. 
He had, before this — Oct. 9, 1751 — made a deed, which was 
recorded in Cumberland, giving Job's son, Moses, the plate 
marked with his initials, as mentioned in the will — and "one 
great silver pot," and " one pint silver cup, with two handles, 
two tea spoons, and three silver spoons, one Job has in his 
possession already ; one spoon, the bowl of gold." All these 
were to be taken into custody, after his death, " by the owner 
of said child," and if the said child did not live to be of age, 
these things were " to be given to the next of Job's posterity." 
who should " bear the name of Moses " He, probably, had 
no children living at the time of his death, and it is not known 
that he ever had any, as none are mentioned in his will, and 
it is conjectured that his wife died several years before ; it 
may be, about the time of his removal to Gloucester.

Born July 6, 1697; m. his cousin, Mary, daughter of Daniel 
Bartlett, of Smithfield, May 27, 1733. His homestead was 
situated on the great river — Blackstone — near Sennacheta- 
connet. He was a lawyer of great ability, and a leadin^:^ 
spirit in all town affairs. He was made a constable, 1723, and 
selectman, 1726. [Attleboro records.'] Was admitted a free- 
man of Gloucester, April 3, 1745. At the incorporation of 
the town of Cumberland, Jan. 27, 1746-7, he was chosen the 
first Town Clerk, and the first records are in his hand-writing. 
He was chosen Justice of the Peace at the same time, and 
held the office until his death. Many are the marriages at 
which he officiated as the Justice, young people from far and 
near coming to him to tie the nuptial knot. It is assumed 
that he did this service very acceptably, or his assistance 
would not have been in such great request. For many years, 
at every meeting of the town or council, his name was con- 
spicuous, and his services as " Moderator '* were considered 
indispensable, as no one else was ever chosen to that place 
when he was present. He was elected Representative, 1747, 
being the first Representative of the town in the General 
Assembly — or Legislature — of Rhode Island, and served, 
annually, until 1756. and was again elected to the same posi- 
tion in 1757, 1759, ^^^ ^763. At the first meeting of the 
town, after its incorporation, the prominent offices were filled 
by persons named Bartlett, and the fact that the Bartletts were 
so active in the administration of town affairs, and that the 
public business appeared to have been done so systematically, 
and such accurate records of all transactions were kept, will 
cause a feeling of pride in their descendants. In the many 
towns where the writer of this has had occasion to examine 
the records of their early proceedings, there are no records so 
well kept as those of Cumberland ; and this good beginning 
has been an example for the generations which have followed. 
Even to the present day, under the efficient care of Mr. Horace 
Follet, Town Clerk, the books and records of the town are 
models of neatness and accuracy. The town was indebted to 
Job Bartlett for the advanced position which it took among 
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the Other towns of the State, immediately after its incorpora- 
tion. He made his will, Aug. 15, 1765, and died the next 
year. His widow survived him for some years. His son, John, 
was administrator of the estate.

A blacksmith was obliged to make 
from crude materials — even from the ore itself — almost everything of iron needed m every de- 
partment of industry and household convenience. All was wrought out, each thing by itself, 
involving an extensive acquaintance with form, strength of material, and the like. The arti- 
cles made by the Bartletts who were engaged in manufacturing, were, axes, scythes, hoes, 
forks, shovels, etc., and, in fact, almost everything that was made of iron ; the market for 
which was found in New York, Boston, Providence, Worcester, and other places.

(13.) Jacob Bartlett, Jr.,'"^ (^a^^^S; yohn^). 

Married first, Sarah ; second, Lydia, dau. of James 

Muzzy, of Mendon, Oct. 20, 1742. His cousin [uncle] Moses, 
of Providence, gave him, April 24, 1 734, his homestead land, 
** where I now dwell, with all the housings thereon, and one 
acre nearer the town, where the highways part,'* and another 
piece on the north side of ** Huckleberry Hill." He did not 
stay long with his uncle. Sept. 22, 1737, he sold the prop- 
erty back to him, and returned to Cumberland and Belling- 
ham, and bought, Nov. 24, 1737. for ;£50, a part of his father's 
homestead, and carried on the business of making scythes, and

Other things connected with an extensive general blacksmith- 
ing industry, in which he was associated with Peter Darling, 
at the Muddy Brook water privilege, a " short distance south 
from the highway that leads to Wainsocket/'* 

At the incorporation of the town of Cumberland, 1746, he 
was chosen member of the town council, and filled other posi- 
tions of public trust. Aug. 21, 1747, at a meeting of the 
town, John Bartlett was chosen viewer of fences, in place of 
Jacob, Jr., '* moved out of town."t He and his wife, Lydia, 
sold, March 30, 1758, their part of their deceased father 
Muzzy's estate, situated on the Colony line in Mendon, to 
Daniel Southwick. 

Jacob, and his wife, Lydia, were members of the Society of 
Friends — Quakers — and were married according to the pecu- 
liar method of that sect. He asked the society for a certifi- 
cate of his appointment, 30: 7: 1731. He was delegated to 
visit the quarterly meeting on Rhode Island, 29: 4: 1738; was 
appointed to attend the marriage of Joseph Southwick and 
Bethia Callum, 26: 2: 1739. He was appointed to settle dif- 
ferences between Hannah Corastock and James Muzzy, 30: 5: 

1741. His intentions of marrige with Lydia Muzzy were made 
known, 29: 8: 1742. With others, he was appointed, 27: ii: 

1 742, ''to draw up something" concerning the keeping of slaves, 
and •* bring it to the next monthly meeting." He repaired the 
meeting house at Providence, 29: 3: 1753. A complaint against 
Jacob, by Daniel Bartlett, to the Preparative meeting, 27: 12: 
1759, led to the appointment of a committee to examine the 
merits of the case. This committee reported that ** Jacob never 
did make any covenant with Daniel relating to the complaint.*' J 
Jacob is often mentioned in the records of the Smithfield 
monthly meeting, to which he belonged, and was repeatedly 
chosen representative to the quarterly and monthly meetings. 
A complaint was made against him 30: 9: 1762, for sitting

away, and he may have been in Mendon. — T. E. B.] October 8, 1747, he sold to Charles Capron 
15 acres, bounded north by the Woonsocket road ; east, by the Rehoboth road, at the parting of 
the roads, near his house, where he then dwelt, the property being bounded by Joseph Bart- 
lett's land and the shop lot. 

t This trouble, probably, grew out of the legacy which his uncle, Moses, left him, and it 
caused unpleasantness all around. Jacob was obliged to bring a suit against Joshua Hall, the 
execator of the will of Moses, before he could recover the £,\'i^^ which his uncle left hiui. The 
Court, Dec. 1755, awarded him the full amount, together with tue costs of the action. 
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with his hat on during prayers, and a committee was ap- 
pointed to "labor" with him. The committee made a report 
at the next monthly meeting, and presented a paper in writing 
from said Jacob. The case was laid over until the next 
monthly meeting, at which it was again referred to the next 
meeting, as the paper he sent " was not satisfactory to the 
meeting." At the ensuing meeting it was once more referred, 
and for several successive monthly meetings the matter was 
brought up and deferred, until it appeared to be dropped 
altogether, as no mention of the disposal of the case finally 
was subsequently made. 

Jacob Bartlett, blacksmith and farmer, appears to have been 
an excellent man in all that constitutes a good citizen and 
exemplary Christian. He died, April 17. 1768, and was, 
probably, interred in the old Bartlett burying ground. Lydia, 
his wife, died Nov. 10. 1786. 

In his will, made Nov. 19, 1760, he gives his daughter, 
Amey Cass, his ** Pewter, etc.;" to his son, David, his wear- 
ing apparel, except the cloak, which was his uncle Moses'; to 
his daughter, Sarah, beds, bedding, etc., and to his wife, 
Lydia, whom he made his sole executrix, all the rest of his 
estate, money and otherwise. The will is recorded in Cum- 
berland.

Married Abigail Aldrich, Nov. 7, 1744, William Arnold. 
Justice of the Peace, officiating. Kis father, Jacob, gave him. 
6th Feb., 1737-8, his homestead, and two other tracts of land 
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already described — see Jacob^. The ist of March, 1745-6, his 
uncle, Moses, gave him his homestead, where the latter then 
dwelt, consisting of forty acres, etc., " about a mile from said 
town of Providence, bounded by the Killingly road, and the 
Plainfield road, at the parting of the two roads," etc., with all 
the buildings. He was admitted a freeman of Providence. 
May 1746. He appears not to have been more prospered on 
the estate than had been his brother, Jacob, who had pre- 
viously had an experience there, and. May, 25, 1748, he sold, 
for ;£500, the same land to Moses which the latter had lor- 
merly given him, and returned to Bellingham and Cumber- 
land,* and lived without further change, so far as ascertained, 
on the old homestead given him by his father, Jacob. This 
place, owned, in 1879, by George Waterman, and before re- 
ferred to, is situated in the lot, a short distance west from the 
Mendon road, not far from the school house, where the old 
Boston turnpike, as it was formerly denominated, intersects 
with it, and is at about an equal distance from the Woon- 
socket road, on the south, and the residence of Joseph's son, 
Livin, now owned by Leprelet Miller. 

The homestead house stands on a little knoll, facing the 
south, the barn being a few rods to the westward, and just 
back from the house, is the old well-sweep, where the ** old 
oaken bucket" is still suspended, and seems to invite the 
thirsty pilgrim to partake of the clear, sparkling water in the 
well beneath, and over which it seems to hang, like a protect- 
ing arm. Near the well, is a large elm tree, under which, no 
doubt, several generations of the Bartletts have refreshed 
themselves, and been shielded from the hot rays of the sun in 
midsummer, by its widely spreading branches and thick 
foliage. About half way between the house and the Woon- 
socket road, is the old Bartlett burying ground, where a num- 
ber of the generations of the Bartlett's have found rest, very 
near the scenes of their labors. 

Between the house and the Mendon road, on the east side, 
stands the house that was occupied by Joseph's son, Joseph,

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Jr. It was owned, 1879, by Alexander Bartlett, a lineal 
descendant* 

Joseph, and his wife, Abigail, were Quakers, and members 
of the Smithfield Monthly Meeting. They were married in 
that society, and Joseph was frequently called upon to serve 
the society in different concerns. He was a member of the 
town council, and identified with the town's interests in various 
affairs. He was interested in the blacksmithing establish- 
ment on Muddy Brook, although confined principally to farm- 
ing. It is handed down by their descendants that Joseph and 
his wife were a very pious couple, and took great pains with 
the education of their children in the ways of religion. Joseph 
was of a rather poetical turn of mind, and composed several 
poems, among which is one entitled, " A Father's Exhortation 
to his Children," and another, " To Such as are at Ease in 
Their Sins.** He died, Dec. i, 1791. His sons, Jacob and" 
Abner, were administrators of his estate. Abigail, his wife, 
died about 1804. Both were buried in the old Bartlett bury- 
ing ground. 

Many persons have been eulogized for their great and good 
deeds, yet few have improved their opportunities as well, and 
left behind them such an enviable reputation for probity of 
conduct and purity of mind, as is accredited to the good, 
earnest, pious old Quaker — Joseph Bartlett.

lie was born May 13, 1734; m. Deborah Phillips, Feb. 29, 
1756. He was admitted a freeman of Cumberland, 1756. 
His homestead was at Manville, it being the same that fell to 
him from his father Job. He was an eminent physician, with 
a large practice. He was appointed Surgeon and Brigade 
Director of the Rhode Island Hospital, 1776, and was pro- 
moted to the rank of Surgeon General and served through 
the Revolutionary war. He was administrator of his father's 
estate. Job, his father, was no exception to the rule that law- 
yers seldom make correct wills, and, although in his lifetime 
he had made many binding instruments for others, his own 
will was not admitted to probate, and owing to some legal de- 
fect, was declared void. His son, John, being the eldest, was 
declared the legal heir to his estate. But John did not avail 
himself of this technicality. He carried out the provisions 
of the will, and gave his brothers and sisters just what the 
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will allowed them, and what his father wanted them to have.* 
He died Dec. 14, 1784, and his wife was appointed guardian 
of John and Freelove, who were under age.

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water privilege was extensive, and Elisha, and afterward his 
son Otis, carried on a very extensive business, making scythes 
and edge tools, greatly to their pecuniary advantage. The old 
homestead house where Elisha lived is still standing on the 
east side of the road, a little south from the bridge, and by the 
side of it, quite a spacious one of more modern construction, 
probably built by Otis, and within which his son, Dr. Elisha, 
was born and died. During the time Dr. Elisha resided on 
the premises, he had a very fine nursery of fruit trees, etc., and 
two large peach orchards, which he caused to be set out on 
the place, were marvelous objects for that community. 

The writer has very pleasant recollections of his boyhood 
on several occasions, at that place, with the enjoyment of the 
delicious peaches which grew there. None have since seemed 
so palatable, years having dulled the keen sense of youthful 
taste. ^ 

Investigation has not been thorough as to the first of the 
Bartletts who had possession of this water privilege, and it is 
very probable that it was here where the first John had his 
" half of grist mill and five acres of land adjoining on the 
Providence side," which is mentioned in his inventory, 1684. 
The mills and the rights in the stream are now (1879) owned 
by the Blackstone company, and Jerome Howard owns the 
farm and two houses, the older one of which in 1879, was 
unoccupied. The date of Elisha's death was not ascertained. 
His wife, Ruth, died Feb. 25, 1784.

He was b. in Cumberland, Sept. 7, 1745 ; m., Jan. 6, 1771, 
Zibiah Razee, who was b. Oct. 13, 1746, and died about 1821- 
22. She was dau. of David Razee and his wife Freelove. 
Eber and wife were joined in matrimony by Nathaniel Cook. 
After marriage, Eber lived awhile with his father, Joseph, and 
built the house which stands on the east side of the Mendon 
road, directly opposite the Woonsocket road where it leads out 
of the Mendon road. The house and farm are now occupied 
by Miss Alpha Bartlett, dau. of Eber's son, David. Eber died 
at this house in the bedroom next to the road. During his 
sickness, which was brief, he was most of the time delirious. 
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He is described as of medium height, very finely built and 
very active and gentlemanly. After his death, his wife, 
Zibiah, removed to the log house which stood near the present 
residence of William I. Follet * on the new road to Diamond 
Hill from Woonsocket, and lived there some years and worked 
at tailoring and maintained herself and four children, the old- 
est only ten years of age and the youngest only nine months, 
at the time of the death of her husband, Eber. It is said of her 
that she was one of the best tailors in those parts, and all who 
could secure her services considered themselves very fortunate. 
She is described as being very straight and unusually smart 
and afraid of nothing. It will not be doubted that she was 
smart. Had she not been so, she could not have brought up 
and educated her children in the excellent manner she did. 
In old age she was kindly cared for by her son, Bani, with 
whom she lived until death. 

The date of Zibiah's death is not known. She was buried 
in the burying ground, opposite the old Elder Ballou meet- 
ing house, on the lot purchased by her son, Bani, and her 
grave is closely contiguous to his. Eber died Sept. 13, 1781, 
aet 36 years and 6 days, and was buried in the " old Bartlett 
burying ground," near the homestead place of his father, 
Joseph

Jacob and his brother, Abner, removed from Cumberland 
to Danby about 1795. They settled near the present home- 
stead of Willard Baker, in Danby. Jacob's house was near 
the old road, now discontinued. He was a Quaker. He was 
the first one in the town to carry on blacksmithing ; this he 
followed many years. Some of the work done in his estab- 
lishment in 1797, is still to be seen. He died in Granville, 
N. Y., Jan. 14, 1837, aet 86. His wife, Anna, died in 1846, 
aet 96.

Anson Bartlett, the only child of Jacob C. Bartlett, was 
b. in Danby, Vt, Oct. 21, 1816; m. Esther (dau. of John and 
Levina) Rogers, also of Danby, Oct. 31, 1837. I" 1838, he 
removed to Munson, Geauga County, Ohio, where he pur- 
chased land and resided many years. In 1875, he located in 
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Collinwood, Ohio, where he died, May 29, 1891, in the 75th 
year of his age. The funeral services, which were attended 
by a large number of his neighbors, friends, and fellow towns- 
men, were very impressive, being conducted by the Masonic 
fraternity, of which he was a member. The Collinwood Times, 
of June 4, 1891, contained a worthy tribute to Mr. Bartlett's 
memory. His blameless and honorable life was rich in use- 
fulness to his fellow men. In early life he was engaged in 
agricultural pursuits. He was the inventor of numerous ap- 
pliances used in making cheese by machinery, and was the 
first in the State to engage in this industry by the factory 
process. He was President of the Ohio Dairymen's Associa- 
tion, and Vice-President of the National Association. He 
frequently lectured in different parts of Ohio, and New York, 
in the interests of the farming communities. He was for 
twelve years the county surveyor of Geauga County. After 
his death, his remains were taken to Munson, where they are 
interred in the Maple Hill Cemetery.

He 
was noted for a benevolent and truly Christian character, and 
he had no enemies that were ever heard of — every one 
liked •* Uncle Jose," as he was called ; for he had a pleasant 
word for all. He was one of the genuine sort of Quakers who 
always give four pecks to the bushel. He lived in the house 
owned, in 1878, by Alexander Bartlett, a great grand-son, 
situated between the old homestead and the Mendon road, and 
which was built for him by his father, Joseph. During the 
few latter years of his life, he was very feeble and troubled 
with trembling so much that he was almost helpless. He 
died September 12, 1835, ^et 76, and was buried on the Hill, 
northwest of the house. His wife, Amey, lived until Febru- 
ary 4, 1849, dying in her seventy-eighth year. She is buried 
by the side of her husband.

Philadelphia 
Pickering (youngest dau. of Samuel* and Sarah (Ballou) Pick- 
ering, of Bellingham, Mass.), Jan. 27, 1802 (pub. Dec. 6, 1801). 



*Samuel Pickering was a near relative of the patriot, Timothy Pickering, and died May 
31, 1807, ast 72 years, 8 months. His wife (Sarah Ballou) was one of the first members of the 
"Elder Ballou Church" in Cumberland. They lived in Bellingham, on the Mendon and 
Providence road, just south of the present New York and New England railroad. The house 
and farm are now owned by Asel Mann. It was in this house that Philadelphia was born, and 
in which she was married to Bani Bartlett. Mr. Pickering bought land from Samuel Scott, on 
the Mendon line, Sept. 25, 1758, he bcin^; then of Mendon. He was published to Sarah Ballou, 
of Bellingham^ Nov. 21, 1758. Their children were: Kosanna^h Dec. 5,1750, published to

Aug. 8, 1767; Levina^ b. Dec. 8, 1768; Esther^ b. April 29, 1772, published to William Billings, 
July 13, 1789; Ruth^ b. Sept. 23, 1774; Eunice ^ b. June 29, 1777; Philadelphia^ b. Oct. 31, 
1779, m. Bani Bartlett, Jan. 27, 1802. 
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She was b. Oct. 31, 1779. They lived awhile with her parents 
in Bellingham, until he built his house on the hill. This 
house was then situated some distance from the road, and was 
approached by a drive-way which led by Nathaniel Jillson's, 
but when the new road from Woonsocket to Diamond Hill 
was made, the road was laid out close to the house. This 
house is on the north side of the new road and about one-half 
mile east from where it crosses the ** old Mendon road." The 
land at this place belonged to his father, Eber, and was inher- 
ited by Bani. It was here that the log house stood, in which 
his mother, Zibiah, lived, after becoming widowed. The cel- 
lar excavation where it stood could be seen a few years ago 
and its location quite clearly defined, but these marks have 
now disappeared and it would be difficult to fix its location 
precisely, although it stood about five or six rods north from 
the present highway and on the upper side (east) of the pres- 
ent house and about the same distance from it. 

After living here a while, he rented this place and occupied 
his father's old house and farm on the Mendon road (where 
Alpha Bartlett now lives at the junction of the Woonsocket 
road) and, beside carrying on the farm, he built a dam across 
the brook, just below the house, and erected a scythe shop,* 
quite a large one for those days, and carried on the business 
of manufacturing scythes, sending them to Boston, Worces- 
ter, Providence, and other places for a market, and also to the 
neighboring towns. All of his boys assisted him in some 
department of the industry, and they all learned the practical 
details of scythe-making. The following autograph was taken 
from a bill of sale of scythes sold in Worcester, 1829: 

After living here manv years, he gave up his manufacturing, 
and his brother, David, took the house and farm, and he went 
back to live on his old place,! on the hill, where he and his

tWilliam Follet owned the place in 1880. 
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wife died. In stature, Bani was above medium height, very 
straight and of excellent proportions, and was spoken of gen- 
erally as being a very handsome man. His complexion was 
rather light, and in his advanced years he was quite bald on 
his head. 

His wife was of medium height, rather dark complexion, 
fair and plump, and had beautiful dark eyes, and was of 
very charming appearance and of a delightful disposition. She 
was a loving mother and a real helpmate as a wife, being 
gifted with unusual qualities of heart and mind. Her quick- 
ness of perception and remakable activity, united with a sym- 
pathetic nature, made her presence a pleasure wherever she 
went, and she had the admiration and love of all who knew 
her. She d. April 4, 1837, i^ her 5 8th year, and is buried by 
the side of her husband in the '* Elder Ballou" burying ground, 
where Bani had purchased a lot and caused his mother, 
Zibiah, to be buried after her death. 

Bani was a man of few words and of very even disposition, 
and in his intercourse with others was characterized by his 
firmness and dignity and good sense. He was always self- 
possessed and never allowed himself to exhibit passion or 
feeling, and it is said of him, and his wife, that there was never 
heard an unkind or a scolding, harsh expression, escape from 
the lips of either. 

He was for more than twenty years Deputy Sheriff of 
Providence County, and in the performance of the delicate 
duties connected with that office, he probably made as few 
enemies as would have been possible for any one to have 
done. And the few old people who remember him, speak of 
him as a man who was universally respected in the community 
where he lived. His name frequently appears on record in 
connection with the settlement of deceased persons* estates, 
and he was often appointed administrator, a circumstance 
which indicates the great business capacity he was known to 
possess, as well as attests the general confidence and esteem 
in which he was held by his friends and neighbors. He died 
July 24, 1835, i^ h^s 63d year, his death being caused by the 
use of the water which came to the house through a lead pipe. 
He is buried by the side of his wife, and mother, in the "Elder 
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Ballou" burying ground. From the road, and facing the burial 
place, his lot is on the right-hand side, about half way across 
the ground and is next to the driveway, and wall, which extend 
around the grounds. In approaching his lot from the road, 
the first grave is that of his mother, Zibiah. At its head and 
foot are rough memorial stones, having no inscription. The 
next grave by its side has a plain, unpretending stone, in- 
scribed as follows :

The third grave, and by the side of the grave of Bani, is 
that of his wife,* the inscription on the stone reading :

Next to this, 
the grave of the mother, Sarah, who died July 4, 1841, in her 
34th year. The next, and on the other side of the grave of 
the mother, is that of her little daughter, Phila, aet 2 months 
and IS days. The next and last grave in the family lot is that 
of Bani's sister, Saloma, who died June 30, 1836, in her 57th 
year.

1823, aet 29, and he m his brother, Daniel's, widow, whose 
maiden name was Eliza Potter. He m., third, Mary (widow 
of Phillips) Potter, dau. of Ebenezer Smith. She was but 
three years younger than he and outlived him. He was over 
eighty when he died in 1876. He retained his great mental 
and physical vigor with little impairment to the end of his life. 
He was during all his career a very industrious, active man, 
and resided all his life in Danby. He was a natural and

He was called, and sustained 
the reputation of being, the manufacturer of the best scythes 
in the country. Many of his scythes and axes are in exist- 
ence.

In 1840, he removed 
with his family to Holland Purchase, N. Y. He d. in 1856.

REMARKS. 

December, 1877, I received a lengthy, interesting letter 
from N. L. Baker, Esq., of Danby, Vt, a few points from 
which deserve attention. Mr. Baker is a wealthy and influen- 
tial citizen of Danby, and married Sophronia (dau. of Joseph) 
Bartlett, son of (Jacob^, JosepB, Jacob^, John^). Mr. Baker 
kindly forwarded me a copy of the History of Danby, a book 
now very rare, and from it I have obtained some items of 
information respecting the descendants of Jacob and Abner, 
who migrated from Cumberland, R. I., to Danby, about 1795. 
Mr. Baker, in writing of the history, says : 

" I think it quite a valuable and reliable book, and I do not 
know where I could get another. It is one father Bartlett 
owned, and the cover and binding are his own work, when he 
was seventy-eight years old." ***** I have been acquainted 
with the families of Bartletts for fifty yeai-s and my wife has 
always lived in this town." ****** Our youngest son, Sum- 
mner W., died in June, 1876. He was 18 years and 6 months 
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old when he died, and a boy of great promise. Our son, Henry 
S., is now in River Falls, Wis. Our three girls are well 
married, and we have no reason to complain. So we are left 
without any children at home. Our son, Henry S., has been 
County Superintendent of Schools in Pierce County, Wis., 
for two years and at the November election was elected for 
two years more.* His salary is quite large. He owns a house 
and an academy building, which he rents to a man who gradu- 
ated at the same college with himself, (Middlebury College.) 
He also holds a local preacher's license in the M. E. Church. 
His wife is a daughter and only child of Samuel Williams of 
that place, (formerly of Herkimer County, N.Y.*') * ♦ * * "A 
few more items in regard to the Bartletts and I am done. There 
is no male of the name now in town. As I stated at first, I 
have known them many years, and I have never heard of a 
single person, old or young, bearing the name of Bartlett, who 
was ever concerned in any dishonorable or even unmanly act, 
which is saying something for a name that is so widely known 
in all this part of the country. At one time, nearly all these 
Bartlett families were here. They were good citizens and 
most of them great readers and men of intelligence and 
greatly respected by their neighbors."

Like his kinsman, the good, 
and pious, old Quaker, Moses, of Providence, who, when he 
sold land, stipulated, that there should never be any strong 
drink sold on the premises, he never enquired whether it 
would pay, or not, or stopped to count the cost, when con- 
tending with the evils of intemperance. In his family, he was 
the most kind, and affectionate of husbands, and the most 
tender, and loving of parents ; no sacrifice was considered 
by him too great to make for the benefit of his children.

OTHERS OF THE NAME. 

The following list of Bartletts who had arrived in this coun- 
try previous to 1700, all of which are presumed to have emi- 
grated from England, has been obtained from original statis- 
tics. Subsequently, there were others who came to these 
shores. A large field for genealogists is here presented to 
study the relationship which existed between these early set- 
tlers of the Bartlett name who were not associated in emigra- 
tion to New England. 

Robert, arrived in Plymouth, Mass., in the ship, Ann, 1623, three years 
after the landing of the Pilgrims. He d. 1676, aged 73. His de- 
scendants are very numerous. 

Richard, arrived with his family at Newbury, Mass., before 1635. He d. 
in 1647, act about 72, and left many descendants. One of his sons, 
John Bartlett, has been erroneously stated by one writer to be a 
brother. 

John, was in Newport, R. I., and admitted to the town in 1638. He may 
be the same who was at Windsor, Conn., in 1640. 

John, of Windsor,'Conn., was there before 1640, and left des:endants. He 
was a brother of George, of Guilford, Conn. 

George, of Guilford, Conn., brother of John, of Windsor, was at Guilford 
in 1641, and after 1649, of Branford, Conn. He d. in 1669, and left 
many descendants. 

Robert, of Hartford, Conn. Said to have been of Cambridge, Mass., 
in 1632. Was at Hartford, in 1640; removed to Northampton, Mass., 
in 1665, and was there killed by Indians in 1676. There are many 
of his descendants. 

William, of New London, Conn., 1645, was a brother of Robert Bartlett, 
of the same place. He d. about 1657. No posterity known. 
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Robert, brother of William Bartlett, of New London, Conn., was at that 
place in 1645, and d. there in 1673. No children known. 

Nicholas, of Scarborough, Me., and Salem, Mass., was at Scarborough in 
1651, and afterward, in 1659, lived in Salem. He was living in 1706, 
and was then eighty-six years old. He had a wife, Elizabeth, and 
children. 

George, of Scarborough and Spurwink, Me., 1663, had a dau. who m. 
Nicholas Baker, of Marblehead, Mass. He may have had other 
children. He d. about 1674. 

Alexander, was probably living at Northampton, Mass., May 27, 1676, as 
his wife, Sarah, died there at that time. 

Joseph, of Cambridge and Newton, Mass., was at Cambridge about 1666. 
He died at Newton in 1702. Many descendants. 

Benjamin, of Brookfield, Mass., was there before 1700. He had a wife, 
Mary, and numerous descendants. His daughter, Mary, b. May 6, 
1701, was the first birth recorded in the Brookfield records. 

John, of Weymouth, Mass., 1666, had a wife, Sarah. He d. in Rehoboth, 
Mass., Aug. 1684; she died at the same place in Jan., 1684-5. Their 
descendants are recorded in this book. 

Robert, of Marblehead, Mass.; was there before 1670, and made a will in 
1714. Has descendants. He was b. in Frampton, Dorset County, 
England, Feb. 4, 1638, and was brother of John, Faithful and Mag- 
daline, all being children of William Bartlett, who died at Frampton, 
Aug. 26, 1657, and his wife, Edith, who died at the same place, July 
10, 1652. 

John, of Marblehead, brother of preceding Robert, was born in Frampton, 
May 14, 1645. In 171 1, he states, in an affidavit, that he had lived in 
Marblehead fifty years. He has descendants. 

Faithful, brother of preceding John and Robert, was b. in Frampton., 
Sept, 18, 1642. He was at Boston, Mass., in 1670, and d. there in 
1673. He had a wife, Margret, who administered his estate, and a 
son. Faithful, b. 1671, and perhaps other children. Magdaline, sis- 
ter of preceding Faithful, John and Robert, was b. in Frampton in 
1629, and lived with her brother's in Marblehead. 

Dennis, was at Marblehead, Mass. His estate was inventoried in 1678. 
Posterity not traced. 

Laurence, was in Boston, Mass., in 1670. Posterity not known. 

Henry, was at Marlborough, Mass., in 1680, and has many descendants. 

Moses, d. at Mamamoit, near Plymouth, Mass, 1678. He had a boat 
which belonged to Joseph Pierce, of Boston, Mass. 

John, of Hull, Mass., was there before 1692. He had a wife, Marcy, and 
numerous descendants. 

Thomas, of Watertown, Mass., 1635, was an original Proprietor of Dedham, 
Mass. He d. April 26, 1654. I" his will he mentions four daughters. 

Nearly all of the twenty-three Bartletts enumerated in the 
preceding list are known to have descendants. That these 
immigrants, so nearly contemporaneous in their arrival in 
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this country, were connected by consanguity, cannot be 
doubted, although to this time no effective effort has been 
made to place them on record in their precise relationship to 
each other, owing to the magnitude of the work of examining 
every discernible record touching the history of each. The 
writer has in his possession a vast amount of matter which 
has been collected from various reliable sources, relating to 
all the Bartletts in this country, and it is at the service of any 
one interested in this line of investigation. As a basis for an 
enquiry of exceedingly great interest, it is suggested to the 
student of the name, that an inspection can be made of the 
popular biographical dictionaries and standard local histories 
of New England towns. 

In the written records and printed histories of many towns, 
the name frequently appears in creditable connection with 
public affairs, during the hundred years since the landing of 
the Pilgrims at Plymouth Rock. From these, it does not 
appear that the early arrived Bartletts were induced to find 
homes in the new world, by disappointment in resistance to 
priestly, and governmental, domination of private right to per- 
sonal religious belief — so much as by the alluring prospect of 
founding homes in a land where honorable industry might be 
better compensated than under the multiform vexations too 
often prevailing in any country where business and religion 
are hampered by systems, and procedures, which outlive use- 
fulness and destroy the cheerfulness which should accompany 
personal enterprise. The Bartletts, like some of the other 
early settlers who were landed proprietors and owners of 
estates, were thrifty, forehanded, peacefully inclined persons, 
who benefit the community of which they are members. Most 
of them were fairly educated, and it is this love of learning 
and respect for good order which is significant of a common 
ancestry. More than one hundred and thirty persons of the 
name have been graduates of American colleges. The three 
professions — law, medicine, and divinity — have abundantly 
demonstrated the fact that the Bartletts have been influential 
in society as jurisconsults, judges, statesmen, physicians, 
teachers, and ministers of religion. As generals, and officers 
high in command in the army and navy, they have been 
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distinguished for courage and bravery.* They have been 
successful merchants, and have filled with good reputation 
many positions of public and private trust, and with equal 
encomium in the more obscure and humble positions in 
private life, they have been kind neighbors, and steadfast 
friends, and have adorned their citizenship with integrity and 
benevolence. 



BIOGRAPHICAL 

It was not intended to introduce anything of a general 
biographical character, but a few abridged extracts from 
various biographical dictionaries and cyclopaedias with refer- 
ence to some of the more prominent of the Bartletts, selected, 
as nearly as practicable, from the descendants of each of those 
who, as progenitors of the name, first settled in this country, 
may not be unacceptable. 

JOSIAH BARTLETT, who was distinguished by being 
one of the signers of the Declaration of Independence, died 
in the 66th year of his age, after a noble life spent in the ser- 
vice of his fellow-men. He was a physician, with a large 
practice, in New Hampshire, and his political career com- 
menced in 1765, when he was chosen Representative for 
Kingston in the Legislature of what was then the province. 
In 1775, he was chosen a delegate to the Continental Con- 
gress, and went to Philadelphia. There, in July, 1776, Con- 
gress concluded to vote upon the adoption of that instrument 
which made the people forever free. Josiah Bartlett, of New 
Hampshire, was the first called who answered in the affirma- 
tive, at the roll-call by States. He was the first man, after 
the President, who put his name to the paper. In 1776, after 
laborious work for his country as member of the Congress, he 
was active in the military business of New Hampshire. He 

•"The Official Register of Volunteer force of the U. S. Army, 1861-65," contains the 
names of eighty-six Bartletts who were commissioned officers in the army durmg the late War 
of the Rebellion. It was not ascertained how many were officers in the navy during that 
period, but it is presumed there was a proportionate number. 
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was Chief Justice of the Court of Common Pleas, in 1780, 
and Muster Master in raising troops. In 1788, he was Chief 
Justice of the Supreme Court. In 1787, he was an active 
member of the convention held in New York, to devise a plan 
for the government of the Confederation of States. He was 
Chief Magistrate when New Hampshire adopted a temporary 
constitution, in 1776, and Governor of the State, 1792-93. He 
was also a presidential elector. His three sons were all 
eminent physicians, and his six daughters were admirable 
children of their worthy sire. 

WILLIAM FRANCIS BARTLETT, son of Charles L.. 
a Boston merchant, was the youngest major-general in the 
service of his country during the war for the Union. His 
biography can be found in almost any public library. He was 
a Harvard student, and in his junior term relinquished his 
studies to enter himself as a soldier for the war, he being then 
twenty-two years old. While convalescing after losing a leg 
in the line of duty, he returned to Harvard to take his univer- 
sity degree, in 1862. His promotion by President Lincoln 
to be brigadier general, for bravery, was followed by his brevet 
as major-general. His life reads like a romance of heroism 
and nobility. He married, Oct., 1865, Agnes, daughter of Seth 
Pomeroy, of Pittsfield, Mass., a great grand-daughter of Seth 
Pomeroy, of the Revolutionary War. He resigned his com- 
mission in 1866, and, after a visit to Europe, settled in Pitts- 
field, Mass., and was the manager of the West Stockbridge, 
Mass., iron works, and also of iron works at Richmond, Va. 
The Alumni Association of Harvard University met after his 
death and took measures for procuring the memorial in marble 
which is placed in Memorial Hall, in that institution of learn- 
ing. He left three sons and three daughters. Among the 
many tributes to the memory of this heroic patriot soldier, 
are two poems, one by Bret Harte, the other by John Green- 
leaf Whittier. 

The following is copied from a page in Scribners Magazine^ 
August, 1878 : 

'^Palfrey's Memoir of William Francis Bartlett'' 
"What is the use, it may be asked, of writing novels and inventing 
verses while the human race has vitality enough to produce such men as 
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General Bartlett ? A Harvard undergraduate, who steps into the ranks a 
mere boy and rises by bravery and merit from private in a militia regiment 
to brevet major-general in the army, during a four year's war, at the close of 
which, he is but reaching his twenty-fifth birthday, is a sufficiently striking 
figure. But when one reads the story of this stripling officer, how he never 
lost presence of mind or ready wisdom of decision in such awful carnage 
as that at Ball's Bluff and Port Hudson, and how he bore the torture of 
wounds and the torment of cruel captivity, how he had a leg crushed by a 
minie-ball, in the Peninsula, how he was wounded in the head, badly 
wounded in the hand, hurt in his remaining leg, had his wooden leg crushed 
in the crater at Petersburg, and how in spite of all, he held the shattered 
remains of his body to hard and perilous duty, one gains an unwonted 
faith in human nature, and a higher ideal of manhood. He was never bitter 
toward his foes; indeed, he was one of the first to appreciate their courage 
and sincerity, and at the centennial anniversary of the battle of Lexington, 
made a short speech, full of irresistible fire and persuasiveness, urging a 
conciliatory policy toward the South. He knew how to refuse a large legacy 
from generous motives, and when one party wanted him to run for lieuten- 
ant-governor, and the dominant party would have given him the governor- 
ship, he refused both on some scruple of honor, though the panic had made 
him poor and thrown him out of business. 

'• Whittierhas made Bartlett the subject of one of his finest poems, and 
Bret Ilart sang his requium in these pages, but when one has read the little 
volume that reveals the inner and outer life of the man, written poems 
seem feeble and adjectives grow weak. If any man falls into skepticism 
about the country through manifold temptation of New York Tweeds, and 
South Carolina carpet-baggers, let him read this life and find his faith 
refreshed. Such a man makes the earth wholesome." 

WASHINGTON BARTLETT, was born in Savannah, 
Ga., in 1824; died in Oakland, Cal.. Sept. 12, 1887. He re- 
moved to California in 1850, settling in San Francisco, where 
he published the first daily newspaper issued in that city. In 
1859, he was elected county clerk. In 1870, appointed harbor 
commissioner. In 1882 and 1884, was elected Mayor of San 
Francisco ; and in 1886, elected Governor of the State, hold- 
ing the latter office at the time of his death. 

THOMAS BARTLETT, who died in 1805, was a lieu- 
tenant-colonel under General Stark, and was at the surrender 
of Burgoyne. He was in command of a regiment at West 
Point, at the time of Benedict Arnold's acts of treason, and 
was Speaker of the New Hampshire House of Representa- 
tives. He was also a judge. 
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JOHN R. BARTLETT, was born Sept. 26, 1843. He 
was appointed to the Naval Academy from Rhode Island in 
1859, and, in 1861, was on the steamship Mississippi, which 
passed Forts Jackson and Phillips, at the capture of New 
Orleans. He was made ensign in 1863, lieutenant in 1864, 
and was in the steam sloop, Susquehanna, in both attacks upon 
Fort Fisher, and was. one of the assaulting party at its cap- 
ture by Admiral Porter and General Alfred H. Terry, and 
was particularly mentioned for his bravery by Commodore 
Gordon and Commander Blake. He was Lieutenant Com- 
mander at the Naval Academy in 1867-69, and Commander 
in 1887, and afterwards on duty at the Naval Department in 
Washington, D. C, as Hydrographer. 

BAILEY BARTLETT, born in Haverhill, in 1750. He 
was a member at different times of both branches of the Mass- 
achusetts Legislature, and member of the state convention 
which adopted the Constitution of the United States ; member 
ot Congress, from 1797, four years, and died in 1830. He 
was a personal friend and associate of John and Samuel 
Adams. 

ICHABOD BARTLETT, was a celebrated lawyer. He 
was born in Salisbury, N. H., July 24, 1786, and died at Ports- 
mouth, N. H., Oct. 19, 1853. Graduate of Dartmouth Col- 
lege in 1808. Admitted to the bar in 181 1. He removed to 
Portsmouth in 1816, where he achieved high rank in his pro- 
fession, having as competitors Daniel Webster and Mason. 
He was an officer of the state militia, was seven times elected 
to the Legislature, and was speaker of the House in 182 1, 
Clerk of the State Senate in 18 17-18, Solicitor, of Rocking- 
ham County in 1819-21, elected to Congress in 1823, twice 
re-elected, serving until March, 1829. He held other honor- 
able positions, declining the proffer of the Chief Justiceship 
of the state. 

ENOCH BARTLETT, who died in i860, was born in 
Haverhill in 1779. He was a merchant in the truest meaning 
of the word, and was an extensive importer of foreign mer- 
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chandise, during the troublous 1812 period, when merchants 
suffered heavy losses by the depredations of the enemy on 
the seas. He it was, after whom the favorite Bartlett pear 
was named. 

EDWIN BARTLETT, of Annandale, N. Y.. was engaged 
in commercial pursuits in the South American States and was 
Consul at Lima, Peru. He traveled in many foreign coun- 
tries, and established his homestead near Tarrytown, N. Y., 
naming the place Rockwood. He was one of the six men 
who originated, organized and founded the Pacific Mail Steam- 
ship Company, and was one of the incorporators of the 
Panama Railroad Company. 

JOHN RUSSELL BARTLETT, born in Providence, 
R. L, Oct. 23, 1805, and died there. May 28, 1886. He was 
educated for mercantile pursuits. For six years was cashier 
of the Globe Bank, Providence. Was one of the founders of 
the Providence Athenaeum, and member of the Franklin 
Society. He was in the book importing business in New 
York in 1837, the firm name being Bartlett & Welford. Was 
a member of the American Ethnological Society, and Cor- 
responding Secretary of the New York Historical Society. 
He was also an honorary member of many of the learned 
societies of Europe and America. He was appointed by 
President Zachary Taylor to fix the boundary line between 
theUnited States and Mexico, and while in this service made 
extensive explorations. On his return, he published a per- 
sonal narrative of the places visited. He was delegated by 
several learned societies to represent them at the Interna- 
tional Congress of Archaeology at Antwerp, and the Congress 
of Anthropology and Prehistoric Archaeology at Paris. He 
was one of the United States Commissioners to the Interna- 
tional Prison Congress at London. In both Europe and 
America, he was especially distinguished in archaeology, phi- 
lology, bibliography, and as an author of authoritative scien- 
tific and literary works, of which he published a large num- 
ber. He was for seventeen years Secretary of State of 
Rhode Island, from 1855 to 1^72. 
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WILLIAM HOLMES CHAMBERS BARTLETT, born 
in Lancaster, Penn., in 1804. Appointed from Missouri to 
United Sates Military Academy, at West Point. Graduated 
in 1826 at the head of his class. Professor of engineering 
and other branches at the Military Academy, was A. M., by 
New Jersey College at Princeton, N. J., in 1837 ; L. L. D., by 
Geneva College, N. Y., in 1847. He retired from active ser- 
vice in 1871, with the rank of Colonel. He was the author of 
many scientific works and a member of different learned 
societies. 

WILLIAM PITT GREENWOOD BARTLETT. was 
born in Boston, in 1837. Graduated at Harvard in 1858 ; was 
an accomplished mathematician when a young man. He 
was proctor of college in 1859-1862, was one of the corps of 
computors for the Nautical Almanac, and a writer upon 
scientific topics. He died in 1865, at Cambridge, Mass. 

WILLIAM BARTLETT, one of the founders of Andover 
Theological Seminary, born in Newburyport in 1748. He 
was engaged in mercantile enterprises, and, acquiring great 
wealth, used his means liberally in advancing the cause of 
religion, assisting the needy, and in the furtherance of 
various benevolent and philanthropic projects. It is estimated 
that his benefactions amounted to over half a million dollars, 
of which the Andover Theological Seminary received $250,000. 

WILLIAM C. BARTLETT, born in New York. Grad- 
uated at the U. S. Military Academy at West Point in 1862, 
as 2d lieutenant ; breveted ist lieutenant Sept. 17, 1862, for 
gallant and meritorious services at the battle of Antietam ; 
breveted captain, Nov. 16, 1863, for bravery at Cambeirs 
Station, Tenn.; captain staff, March 19, 1864; breveted 
major, Sept. i. 1864, for gallant and meritorious services dur- 
ing the Atlanta campaign ; breveted brigadier general, March 
13, 1865. He was in many engagements during the war and 
his successive promotions were for bravery and meritorious 
services. 

JOSIAH BARTLETT, son of George Bartlett, of Charles- 
town, Mass., was born there in 1759. He studied medicine, 
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and practiced as surgeon in ships of war and in Charlestown. 
He was elected to the Massachusetts Legislature as senator, 
and also as representative ; was a member of the Governor's 
Council ; was Grand Master of the Grand Lodge of Free- 
masons ; delivered many orations, and published many books 
upon miscellaneous subjects. He died March 5, 1820. 

THOMAS BARTLETT, Jr., born in Vermont. He was 
a lawyer. Was county attorney, 1839-41. President of the 
Vermont Constitutional Convention of 1850. Was elected 
to the Vermont Legislature, and served in both houses. Was 
elected to Congress, and served as representative, 1851-53. 

ELISHA BARTLETT, born in Smithfield, R. L, in 1804, 
and died there in 1855. Graduated at Brown University 
in 1826. He practiced medicine in Lowell and Worcester, 
Mass. Was Mayor of Lowell. Filled the chair of medicine 
at Dartmouth College, Transylvania College, Lexington, Ky., 
University of Maryland, University of New York, Vermont 
Medical College, and the chair of Materia Medica and juris- 
prudence, at the College of Physicians and Surgeons, New 
York. He was author of many valuable medical works, 
and achieved distinction as author and physician. 

SAMUEL COLCORD BARTLETT, a professor of sacred 
theology at the Chicago Theological Seminary, and a professor 
of intellectual philosophy and rhetoric, at Western Reserve 
College, Ohio. He was a pastor of the New England Church, 
at Chicago, 111., and also pastor of the Congregational Church, 
at Monson, Mass. 

JOSEPH BARTLETT, born at Plymouth, Mass., in 1763, 
had a life of adventure. Graduated at Harvard in 1782. He 
was of an erratic fancy, and although gifted with phenomenal 
talent, he may be said to have been a splendid failure. Play- 
wright, poet, lawyer, orator on occasions, a free-thinker, a 
captain in Shay's rebellion, a representative in the Maine 
Legislature, and nearly elected to Congress, only lacking 
a few votes. In London, he was an actor, and afterwards a 
merchant and suffered shipwreck on Cape Cod, having sailed 
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for these shores with a cargo of merchandise obtained on 
credit in England. In 1799, he delivered a poem at Cam- 
bridge, before the Phi Heta Society, and produced various 
desultory writings, which gave evidence of a strong satirical 
faculty. He died in 1827. 

WASHINGTON ALLEN BARTLETT, born in 1820; 
died in 1871. Was Alcalde at San Francisco in 1846. He 
had been a lieutenant in an American vessel and was selected 
for the position on account of his knowledge of the Spanish 
language. He afterwards served in the U. S. navy. His 
daughter, Frances Aurelia, married Sig. Orviedo, a rich Cuban. 
A poem, written by Stedman, entitled, the " Diamond Wed- 
ding,** appeared after the marriage ceremonies and attracted 
great attention in society. Sig. Orviedo died in a few years 
after their marriage, and his widow, Frances Aurelia, then 
became the Countess Von Glumer, having married Count 
Von Glumer, a gentleman well known in Mexican military 
circles. They reside in the City of Mexico. 

HENRY A. BARTLETT, born in Rhode Island, a son of 
John R. Bartlett, and was appointed Lieutenant of the Marine 
Corps, Oct. 16, 1 861 ; Captain. Nov. 29, 1867. From July, 
1862 to Aug., 1864, he served in the iron-clad "New Iron- 
sides," during the numerous engagements with the forts and 
batteries of Charlestown harbor. 

WILLIAM LEHMAN ASHMEAD BARTLETT. a de- 
scendant from the Plymouth Bartletts, is prominent as a pri- 
vate secretary and almoner for Baroness Burdett-Coutts, 
whose husband he became Feb. 12, 1881, He was son of 
Ellis Bartlett, an American merchant, and was born at New 
Brunswick, N. J., in 185 1. He went to England, 1861. Was 
educated at Uppingham School and Keble College, Oxford, 
where he held a scholarship. He graduated at Christ Church, 
and studied law. He was private secretary for the Baroness, 
during the Russian War, iSyy-yS, and her almoner in con- 
nection with the Turkish Compassionate Fund, and took a 
part in journalism. He published a book on the Turko- 
Russian War. In 1886, was elected to Parliament and was 
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re-elected by an increased majority. By Royal license, he 
assumed the name, " Burdett-Coutts." His brother, Ellis 
Ashmead Bartlett, was born in Philadelphia, Penn.; gradu- 
ated at Christ Church College, Oxford, England, and dis- 
tinguished himself as a scholar. He became a member of 
parliament and was appointed to office in the Admiralty. 

TRUMAN H. BARTLETT is the widely known sculptor. 
A description of his studio in Boston was published in the 
Sunday Herald, of that city, May 8, 1880, the article giving 
some account of the career of this famous artist. He was born 
in Dorset, Vermont, Oct. 25, 1836. He worked in boyhood 
under the tuition of Robert E. Launitz, of New York. His 
first bust in marble was made in Waterbury, Conn., in 1863. 
He also made busts of some of the prominent men of New 
Haven, and Hartford, of the same State, and being assisted by 
a wealthy merchant of Hartford, David H. Clark, he went to 
Rome, and thence to Paris, doing monumental work. His 
statue of Horace Wells, the discoverer of the anaesthetic 
properties of nitrous-oxide gas, is placed on the capitol 
grounds at Hartford. He has designed some of the noblest 
monuments in the country. He has a son. Paul, who bids 
fair to make a reputation as a sculptor equal to that ol his 
father. 

JOSEPH J. BARTLETT, was born in 1820. was appointed 
Brigadier General, Oct., 1862, and promoted to brevet Major 
General in 1864. From 1867 to 1869, he was United States 
Minister to Sweden and Norway, and recently an officer in 
the Pension Bureau at Washington, D. C. 

JOHN BARTLETT. There was a John Bartlett, born 
in the i6th century, in England, eminent as a musician. He 
published a book of " Ayres, with a triplicate of Musicke, 
whereof the First is for the Lute or Opharion and Viole de 
Gamba, and 4 Parts to Sing. The Second Part is for 2 
Trebles to sing to the Lute and Viola. The Third Part 
is for the Lute and one Voyce, and the Viola de Gamba." 
The work was published by John Mullet in 1606, and was 
dedicated to " the Right Honourable, My singular good Lord

and Maister, Sir Edward Seymore." The author took the 
degree, B. M., at Oxford in 1610. 

WILLIAM HENRY BARTLETT. author and artist, 
born at Kentish Town, London, 1809. Many of the finest 
drawings in Brittons Cathedral Antiquities of England, were 
executed by him. In 1832, in conjuction with'Dr. Beattie, 
he published an illustrated work in Switzerland. This was fol- 
lowed by a large number of similar works. The number of 
plates they contain, engraved from his drawings, is nearly a 
thousand. He visited this country four times between 1834 
and 1853. In 1844, appeared his Walks About yerusaletn, 
the precursor of a number of works illustrating the Orient. 
He undertook a sixth journey to the east in 1855, to study 
the Seven Churches of Asia Minor, and, escaping the dangers 
of pestilence and robbery, was successful. He died on his 
passage homeward from Malta. His labors resulted in 
the posthumous publication, yerusalem Revisited, He was 
amiable, generous, instructive as a writer, and an artist of 
great ability. 

RICHARD BARTLETT, born in England in 1469, and 
died in 1556. Was educated at All Souls' College, Oxford. 
He studied medicine, and was a physician of great eminence. 
Was President of the College of Physicians. \Coopers Biog. 
Dictionary^ 



REMINISCENCES. 

The occasion for a gathering of notable men in Boston, in 
1879, was a dinner given to Hon. Sidney Bartlett, by Hon. 
John B. Alley, of Massachusetts, when were present Vice- 
President Wheeler, Chief Justice Wait, Secretary Evarts, 
Senator Dawes, and other gentlemen distinguished in gov- 
ernmental life. Hon. Sidney Bartlett was probably as pro- 
found a student of the Constitution of the United States as 
any lawyer in the country. As counsellor in great enter- 
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prises, he had no equal in influence or knowledge of legal 
principles, and his work in connection with the most import- 
ant railroad projects, and the like, was greatly appreciated by 
the leading men of different parts of the country. As a law- 
yer, he made no errors, and his great capacity and forecast 
gave to his opinions a character which was never distrusted. 

The unveiling of the statue erected at Amesbury, Mass., in 
honor of Governor Josiah Bartlett, will long be remembered 
by thousands of people who participated in the ceremonial, 
July 4, 1888. The newspapers of the country published 
accounts of the proceedings at that time. The statue was a 
^ift to the state of Massachusetts, from Jacob R. Huntington. 
There was a large parade of military and civic bodies, the 
Lieutenant Governor and Legislature being guests of the 
town. 

The statue was unveiled by John S. Poyen, Jr., a lineal de- 
scendant of Josiah Bartlett. As a part of the exercises, a poem 
by Whittier was read, in which is the quatrain : 

"Amid those picked and chosen men, 

Than his, who here first drew his breath. 
No firmer fingers held the pen, 
That wrote for liberty or death." 

There isamurial tablet in the Park Congregational Church, 
at Norwich, Conn., to the memory of Prof. D. E. Bartlett. It 
is of white marble and bears this inscription : " The deaf 
mutes' memorial of their friend and teacher in the gospel, 
David Ely Bartlett, born Sept. 29, 1805 ; died Nov. 29, 1879. 
The ears of the deaf shall be unstopped and the tongue of the 
dumb shall sing." The ceremonies at the memorial services 
were of great interest, a hundred and twenty-five deaf mutes 
taking part. Rev. L. W. Bacon preached a scholarly discourse 
on the occasion, which was interpreted for the deaf mutes by 
Prof. Abel S. Clark, of the American Institute, Boston, Mass. 
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CONCLUSION. 

Many women born to the Bartlett name, have had their full 
share of the love and respect of the communities in which 
they have lived. To them, must loyal honors be paid for the 
great part they have performed as partners in the founding of 
families and establishing happy, well-ordered homes. Their 
descendants are the most worthy citizens of this republic, and 
to their influence is doubtless due the fact that rarely has the 
name of Bartlett been mentioned in connection with anything 
of an unfortunate nature. Eliza Bartlett was an exemplar ot 
the spirit which actuated the women of New England in the 
days of our forefathers. She, with her young son, sailed, in 
1 712, from England in the ship Mary, for a Massachusetts 
port. A voyage of such length in those days was not without 
such hardships and peril as daunt any but a resolute person, 
but the early history of New England gives evidence of the 
self-sacrifice and heroism of women of the Bartlett name, not 
more nor less noteworthy than that exhibited in the adventure 
of Eliza Bartlett. 

At the family reunions, whenever they have been held at 
any place, the Bartletts have assembled from all parts of the 
United States, and these assemblages have been of great in- 
terest to all who love the history of this country. Old tra- 
ditions of the origin of the race are rehearsed, but recently 
there has been no going further into the subject than that in 
connection with the first of the name who came into England 
from Normandy. This little book, will, it is thought, correct 
some errors which, arising from conjecture, have obtained 
some credence. 
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
